happened across the park where the unin- 


jured spectators, wild with terror and hor- 
ror, were throwing down and trampling 
on each other in their mad efforts to escape 
from the deadly rain of fire. 


The first news of the horror reached them 
by way of THe New York Times bulletin. 
It was a mild and conservative statement 
to the effect that several persons had been 
injured by an explosion of fireworks across 
the park. It was not until all the streets 
leading to the square begen to ring with 
the gongs of ambulances and patrol wagons 
rushing to the scene that any idea of the 
magnitude of the disaster was borne in 
upon the multitude.

It 
was a sight such as is not easily forgotten 
to see one of the bleeding masses lifted 
| into the waiting ambulances—for some of 
them had lost nearly all semblance of 
human form. 

Child’s Restaurant, in Twenty-third 
Street, opposite the park, was one of the 
first stores to be converted into a tem- 
porary hospital. All the drug stores of 
the neighborhood were quickly filled with 
the less seriously injured, until their doors 
were besieged by those in need of salves 
and plaster. The ambulances were filled 
as soon as they arrived and hurried away. 
Then the police patrol wagons were pressed 
into service, and carried many sufferers 
to the hospitals, while stores and homes 
| about threw open their doors to those in 
pain. 

The lobbies of the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
and of the Hoffman House were turned 
into temporary hospitals when it became 
known how serious the accident was. Wo- 
men fainted in the throng, and the press 
was so great-that men in trying to get 
them inside had fairly to force a way in 
order to pass. Several physicians were in 
attendance in the lobbies of both hotels for 
an hour or more. 

Some of the wounded were found behind 
park benches where they had crept to be 
saved from being trampled by the crowd. 

The inside of Mr. Bishop's house was 
badly wrecked, but the outside presented 
an appalling spectacle. It was spattered 
with blood fairly to the roof. 


TEN ARRESTS MADE. 


As soon as the dead and most seriously 
injured had been removed the police be- 
gan to look for those responsible for the 
slaughter, and soon arrested Henry Tem- 
ple of Parkville, Brooklyn; Alfred Leist- 
mann, twenty-eight years old, also of Park- 
ville; William Ridley, sixteen years old, of 
605 Sixteenth Street, Brooklyn; 
Stamm of 19 Reeves Street, 
Alfredo A. Swartz, thirty-six years old, of 
252 Fulton Street, Brooklyn, an awning 
maker he alleged. They were said by In- 
spector Brooks to have been in charge of 
the fireworks for the Pain Fireworks Com- 
pany. 

Temple is alleged to have told the police 

; that while he was passing in front of the 
receptacles for the bombs, a spark from 
his lighting fuse, which he carried in his 
hand, dropped into it. 

Swartz protested that he had simply 
helped a man he knew who was driving 
one of the trucks loaded with fireworks. 
He said he helped his friend unload the 
truck, and they were a block away from 
the scene of the explosion. 


Later on Inspector Brooks ordered the ar- 
rest of five other employes of the Pain 
Fireworks Company. They are Frank

Rog- 
ers and Holman were drivers of trucks, on 
which were packages of fireworks and 
frames for setting them off. 

One of the prisoners, Joseph Fullam, said 
that he was in charge of a squad of men 

| who were setting off fireworks in Madison 

| Avenue, near Twenty-sixth Street, when 
the explosion took place. 


*‘T was about 200 feet away at the time,” 
said Fullam, “and had charge of a squad 
of men near Twenty-sixth Street, on Madi- 
son Avenue. I do not know anything about 
the accident, nor can I say what caused it. 
We generally set up a row of mortars, say 
ten or twelve, in which explosives are 
placed to expel the bombs. These bombs 
vary in size from three to nine inches in 
diameter. About three feet of fuse is 
attached to each, which explodes them 
while in the air, but I cannot say whether 
there were any mortars placed in this 
manner at the time or place of the ex- 
plosion. I was not at that place, and know 
nothing about it.”

Democratic Gains in a Number 
of States—Republicans De- 
feated in Delaware—Nebraska 
Elects Five Republicans in 
Spite of Bryan’s Efforts. 


The House of Representatives in the 
Fifty-eighth Congress will be Republic- 
an. Precisely what the majority will be 
it is impossible to state owing to lack of 
returns from a number of districts and 
conflicting claims as to certain other dis- 
tricts, 

According to the latest returns, the 
Republicans have elected 203 Represent- 
atives and the Democrats 174. One hun- 
dred and ninety-four will be a majority 
of the House. Nine districts are in 
doubt. 

The list of Representatives-elect given 
below contains the names of both Re- 
publican and Democratic candidates in 
all districts from which decisive figures 
have not been received. 

In Iowa Judge Birdsall has been elect- 
ed to succeed Speaker Henderson, de- 
feating Horace Boies, (Dem.) 

In Delaware the Democratic candidate 
for Congress has won, defeating Ball, 
(Rep.,) who was a candidate for re-elec- 
tion. 

In Minnesota Loren Fletcher (Rep.) 
has been defeated by John Lind, (Dem.) 
The issues were tariff reform and reci- 

| procity with Canada. 

In Massachusetts the fight against 
Thayer, the Democratic candidate in the 
Third District, failed of success. Foss, 
the Republican tariff reformer, in the 
Eleventh Massachusetts District, was 
defeated by J. A. Sullivan, (Dem.) The 
Massachusetts delegation stands 10 to 
4. in the present Congress the delegation 
stands 10 to 3. 

In Nebraska, where Mr. Bryan made @ 
tremendous effort in behalf of the Dem- 
ocratic and Fusion candidates, the Re- 
publicans have elected five out of the six, \ 
Congressmen. All the Fusion candidates 
have been beaten. One Democrat has 
been elected, owing to the factional fight 
against Mercer, the Republican candi- 
date. 

In Maryland the Democrats have made

In Pennsylvania the Republicans be- 
lieve they have elected twenty-six Rep- 
resentatives.

GOV. ODELL’S STATEMENT 
REGARDING HIS ELECTION 


He Says It Is Rebuke to Unclean 
Politics. 


NEWBURG, N. Y., Nov. 4.—Gov. Odell 
received the election returns at his father’s 
house, and seemed perfectly confident 
throughout. 

At 10 o'clock he appeared at the Palatin 
Hotel, where a large crowd cheered him 
wildly for several minutes. A speech was 
demanded of him, and the Governor said: 

“Fellow-Townsmen: I cannot tell you 
how much I feel the loyal support given 
me to-day by the City of Newburg. There 
have been certain features in the canvass 


in which my honesty has been impugned, 
and to have my own friends and neigh- 
bors therefore stand by me as loyally as 
they have to-day is something of which 
any man may be proud. I appreciate what 
has been done here to-day even more, if 
possible, than the honor which has agai: 
come to me.” 

The Governor shook hands with the 


crowd, and then went home. At 11 o'clock 
another crowd oe at his house and 
cheered him. he Governor addressed 
them briefly. 

Gov. Odell made the following statement 
to-night: 

“The victory which has been won to-day 
in my opinion is a rebuke to unclean poli- 
tics, and is an evidence that the ople 
of the State are not slow to withhold their 
approval of acts which are for their inter- 
est. I have always had a great deal of 
confidence that the course which has been 
pursued by the Republican Legislature and 
the Executive, having in view the econom- 
ical administration of the State’s affairs 
and the honesty and fidelity of its public 
agi Was sure to meet with commenda- 
tion. 

‘“‘T can only say that after the loyal sup- 
port which has been given to me I shall 
endeavor as far as possible to so guide my- 
self in my official actions as to merit the 
continued approval of my fellow-citizens 
and to uphold the standard for efficiency 
of administration, which I am sure has 
been the cause of our victory rather than 
the personality of candidates.”

Mr. Low Uses the Mechanical! Device in 
Casting Ballot—Trouble Over 
the Count.

The poll- 
ing place is on the east side of Park Ave- 
nue, between Sixty-fourth and Sixty-fifth 
Streets.

Everything worked smoothly in making 
up the returns of the machine until the 
vote for Senator was reached.

L. C. Keating, in addition to the 71 which 
he received in the Tammany column. Sen- 
ator Nathaniel A. Elsberg (Rep.) received 
157 votes.

CULLAGH MEN BREAK 
RECORDS OF ARRESTS 


State Deputies’ Prisoners Fill 
Courts, but Few Are Held. 


Magistrates Show Little Sympathy ‘for 
Election Complaints — Both Sides 
Denounce State Superintendent. 


All records of arrests at election times 
were broken yesterday as far as the City 
of New York was concerned. Before 5 
o'clock in the afternoon, when the polls 
closed, Superintendent McCullagh of the 
State Bureau of Elections, announced that 


his deputies had made 257 arrests in the 


Boroughs of Manhattan and the Bronx 
More prisoners were taken after that time, 
bringing the total up to 371. 

Loud denunciation of the Superintendent 
were heard all through the city. Tammany 
officials and Republicans united in many 
places in their outcries, but there was more 
“kicking "’ on the Democratic side chan 
on the other, The Magistrates in the dif- 
ferent police courts held few of the pris- 
oners, and there were several anti-McCul- 
lagh expressions of opinion from the Mag- 
istrates themselves. In the Centre Street 
Police Court Magistrate Cornell became so 
much incensed that he issued subpoenas 
for Capt. Gallagher of the Eldridge Street 
Police Station, and for Commissioner Part- 
ridge. 

Two of sixty-three prisoners had been 
arrested and arraigned before the Magis- 
trate three times in quick succession. He 
had discharged them as speedily as they 
were brought in. At last he cried: 

“Is McCullagh running the Police De- 
partment?” 


“Seems so,”” commented Assistant 
trict Attorney Sandford. 

That was after the Magistrate had or- 
dered telephone messages to be sent to 
District Attorney Jerome and to Col. Part- 
ridge, asking them if they could explain 
why a man should be arrested and re-ar- 
rested time and again. Mr. Jerome had 
been away from home at the time, but 
Col. Partridge had replied that the arrest- 


ing had been done in accordance with 
orders received from Superintendent Mc- 
Cullagh. 

The Centre Street Court, as all others 
down town, was packed with politicians, 
lawyers, policemen, and deputies. Many 
lodgers from the cheap houses of the east 
side were among the captives, and in most 
cases they were discharged on the ground 
of insufficient evidence or because mis- 
takes in names or addresses had been made 
by officials. Nearly every time a McCul- 
lagh deputy appeared in court, he went 
— with a ‘call down” ringing in his 

Meanwhile, as his men were filling the 
courts with temporary prisoners, Superin- 
tendent McCullagh was busy. His head- 
quarters at 583 Broadway was a storm 
centre of discussion. He was at the tele- 
phone every few minutes, telling his men 
they were right, and advising them to con- 
tinue their work, or reproving them for 
having misinterpreted his instructions. 

One telephone message said that a Repub- 
lican Me —— deputy, Joseph Pell, had 
been arrested by a fellow-deputy, who was 
a Democrat. The latter accused his asso- 
clate of trying to intimidate voters. 

Another message was to the effect that 
an Election Inspector had caused the ar- 
rest of a deputy because he said the latter 
was arresti men with ballots in their 
hands. The Superintendent explained that 
the deputy was wrong in that case. The 
instructions h been to arrest the accused 
voter before he*voted or after, never while 
he was in the act. Not long after the 
Superintendent discovered this and other 
instances of misinterpretations of his or- 
ders, a city yoy in one of the courts 
remarked to a deputy: 

“Don’t you dare to take a man while 
he has his ballot.”’ 

James B. Reynolds, Mayor Low's secre- 
tary, was one of those who called on the 
Superintendent. He said he wished to direct 
attention to the fact that in the Eighth As- 
sembly District, where ‘‘ Florrie’’ Sullivan 
is the Tammany leader, a deputy had been 
assaulted by a mob. No policeman was 
near by, said Mr. Reynolds. 

Mr. McCullagh telephoned at once to the 
Eldridge Street Station, asking that extra 
men be sent out to keep order. Later in the 
day the same request had to be made sey- 
eral times, because of fights and threats in 
Timothy D. Sullivan's district, as well as in 
the Eighth. Not only were the reserves 
from various police stations needed, but 
calls were made on the 200 men that had 
been held at Police Headquarters in case of 
emergency. Inspector Cortright and Capts. 
Herlihy and Thomas were in charge at 
headquarters, and from twenty to forty 
men were sent out ut frequent intervals to 
quell disturbances. 

Of the many arrests in Manhattan and 
the Bronx by the McCullagh men, more 
than half of them were made before il 
o'clock in the morning. 

Magistrate Pool, who sat in the Yorkville 
Court, had a controversy with ex-Deputy 
Attorney General John H. Hammond. He 
would not listen to the latter, who said 
after the squabble that he was going to 
take steps to have the Magistrate removed 
from the bench. Mr. Hammond had ap- 
peared in behalf of some voter who was 
accused of fraud in registration. Of more 
than twoscore prisoners before Magistrate 
Pool, only eight or ten were held for ex- 
amination, and that percentage was larger 
than in most of the police courts. 

Two Magistrates were assigned to the 
Jefferson Market Court for the day—Mag- 
istrate Barlow for the usual work of the 
court, and Magistrate Deuel for election 
cases. One of the prisoners was William 
M. Spear, who was secretary to Mayor 
Hugh J. Grant. He was charged with 
having no right to register from the Bre- 
voort House. The Magistrate discharged 
him, after the hotel clerk had said he had 
misinformed the police about Mr. Spear’s 
residence. 

The scenes of most excitement during the 
day were the Essex Market Police Court 
and the Eldridge Street Police Station. In 
the court swarmed hundreds of prisoners, 
McCullagh men, and politicians. All were 
trying to make themselves heard at the 
same time, and the court officers had all 
they could do to restrain the angry babel 
of voices sufficiently to enable“a contin- 
uance of business. 

Magistrate Crane officiated. Among the 
first cases he heard were those of a lawyer, 
L. A. Snitkin, and a Tammany Inspector, 
Kramer by name. They had fought with 
each other, but neither would make a com- 
plamt. Their fight, which took place in 
“Florrie”’ Sullivan's district, had freen 
due to a dispute aroused by a McCullagh 
deputy, and the quarrel had assumed such 
proportions that the polls had to be closed 
for twenty minutes and the reserves had 
je be called from a neighboring police sia- 
tion. 

Comment was made by the Magistrate on 
the number of arrests made by McCuliagh 
men. They should have been more careful, 
he said, as he discharged, one by one, most 
of the prisoners. 

In the districts of the two Sullivans the 
Tammany men were more violent in their 
denunciations of the McCullagh men than 
were the Democrats elsewhere. The Re- 
publicans who abused the deputies most 
were some Inspectors at a polling place in 
Spring Street. where the votes of Port 
Warden March and Mr. Patelli, candidate 
for the Assembly were challenged. 

Probably the most serious of the many 
fights of the day was one which was re- 
panes from the Eighth Assembly District 

fore 9 o'clock in the morning. Two po- 
licemen were carrying eight prisoners to 
the Eldridge Street Station when a mob 
gathered, stormed the bluecoats, and res- 
cued one of the captives. In many other 
instances the policemen and McCullagh 
deputies were thwarted in their efforts to 
catch men for whom they were looking or 
to tae them to prison after they had been 
caught. 

As Chairman of the Board of Police 
Magistrates, Magistrate Deuel, sitting in 
the Jefferson Market Court, received late 
in the afternoon complete reports of the 
election cases at the various courts. He 
gave out the following statement:

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NEW JERSEY STAYS 
IN REPUBLICAN RANKS 


But Democrats Make Gains in the | 


State Legislature. 


Under the New Allotment the Repub- | 


licans Have Elected Seven Con- 
gressmen and the Demo- 
crats Three. 


New Jersey remains in the Republican 
column, but the Democrats made consider- 
able gains. Chief interest centred this 
year in the election of Congressmen in each 
of the ten districts. The Republicans elect- 
ed seven of their candidates, as against 
six whom they had under the old appor- 
tionment. The Democrats elected three, as 
against two under the previous allotment. 
While the Republicans retain control of 
the Legislature, the Democrats have made 
gains in both branches, adding three Sena- 
tors and eight Assemblymen. 

Among the Congressmen re-elected is 
Allan McDermott, Democrat, who got 4,000 
majority in the Tenth District. 

The vote in the State was generally 
heavy, partly owing to the pleasant weather 
which prevailed over all the State. The 
main interest centred in the contests for 
Congress in the ten districts. In almost 
every county in the State, however, there 
were local issues to complicate the voting, 
and scratching was as a result quite com- 
mon. 

The polls did not close until 7 o'clock, and 
the count was slow. In Newark the vote 
was particularly heavy; in hardly a ward 
in the city was there straight-out party 
voting. Elizabeth cast its vote slowly all 
day. Trenton, too, was slow, and there 
were frequent calls for pasters. Paterson’s 
vote was heavy, and there was less scratch- 
ing there apparently than in any other of 
the larger cities, 

In Jersey City the proposition to have a 
single-headed Street and Water Board has 
been defeated.

15 KILLED, 70 HURT 
IN MADISON SQUARE 


Continued from Page 1. 


West Thirtieth Street Police Station after 
he had made this statement. 


BAD BUSINESS, SAYS JEROME. 

District Attorney William T. Jerome ar- 
rived at the scene within a half hour after 
the explosion. He searched out Inspector 
Brooks from among the crowd. 

“This is bad business, Inspector,” 
said. 

Then the Inspector. and Mr. Jerome 
walked away from the others and talked a 
while. Mr. Jerome asked how many were. 
detaibed for the fireworks, and where they 
were stationed; also as to what policemen 
Were eye witnesses of the explosion. 

Policeman John’ Madigan, an old man, 
walked over to where the District Attorney 
was standing and told him that he saw 
the man who was attending the fireworks 
@tart to set off either a bomb or some 
candles on the top of a row, and that the 
bomb toppled over, igniting the others. 
The explosion followed, and he was 
knocked over. No policeman could tell 
much more, but the District Attorney 
ordered an examination to begin at once, 
and gave directions that pieces of the 
broken vsheils should be collected as evi- 
dence. Later he said to the reporters: 

“I was dining at the Union Club with 
Coroner Scholer. We heard the explosion, 
but did not think it amounted to much. 
It seems to me that the policeman’s ex- 
planation is probably pretty nearly correct, 
and that the explosion occurred from one 
bomb, in process of being set off, toppling 
over and starting the whole pile into the 
crowd. I cannot tell what will be done 
until] after the Coroner's examination, but 
there will certainly be an investigation by 
my office, and that will begin immediately. 
If it is found that any one was careless, 
criminal proceedings will be started at 
once, 

“Yes, a permit was issued, but I have not 
seen it, and do not know whether it set a 
limit upon the amount of fireworks that 
could be set off. That will be examined 
into also. A permit does not give a2 man 
the right to do what He pleases by any 
manner of means, even if it is a permit to 
set off fireworks.” 

“No,” he continued in response to a 
question, *“‘I cannot say anything about 
the police protection, because I was not 
there when it happened, and arrived after 
the police had the crowd under control. I 
do not blame the individuals in regard to 
this as much as I do the system. Dyna- 
mite bombs should not be allowed indis- 
criminately to be exploded in public places 
where there is such great danger to life 
and limb.” 

INSPECTOR BROOKS’S VIEWS. 

Inspector Brooks, who was in charge of 
the police protection at the square during 


he 


the evening, said: 

‘IT was on the other side of the square, 
on Twenty-third Street, when the explosion 
oceurred, and.so don't know more than 
Madigan, say, how the thing happened. I 
had 50 men on duty where the fireworks 
were, and 500 on duty in the whole square, 
I think it was enough to handle the crowd, 
More than this.I cannot say.” 

Capt. Walsh of the West Thirtieth Street 
Station was another of the early comers. 
He had not seen anything of the accident, 
and did not know what police arrange- 
ments hod been made. 

Deputy Commissioner Piper arrived short- 
ly after District Attorney Jerome and went 
over the ground carefully with Inspector 
Brooks, but would not express an opinion. 

* You can sce the truth of that in the fact 
iat all of the killed were on the side- 
“walks and not one further away. There 
might have been injury of a slight nature 
if the trdwd had been kept back, but it 
couldn't have been like this.”’ 

Harry Parke of 315 West Twenty- 
sixth Street, who is connected with the 
White Star Line, told the following story: 

“J was standing in front of 11 Madison 
Avenue, the Field home, and noticed a po- 
liceman standing in front of that house on 
the curb. The crowd was densely packed 
behind him. There was a group of five 
morters near the curb ready to be shot off. 
One was fired, and immediately after there 
was a terrific explosion among the reserve 
mortars standing upright about 100 feet 
south of the five near the curb. 

“TI was shaken and started to turn, but 
fell, and some fell over me. I got up 
again, and another took place 
from one of the mortars among the five. 
The mortar seemed to topple and the shells 
shot right among crowd. 

“It was fearful ! saw such a 
terrible sight in my entire life. I saw the 
policeman | had first lying on the 
pavement, and noticed his shield shining. 
The excitement was intense, and the crowd 
was and pushing get away 
from the scene. 

“TIT was about to make off again when a 
third expiosion occurred. I cannot describe 
what a crowd is like after it has been so 
excited that it cannot go any further. I 
hope never again to see anything like what 
happened after that third explosion took 
place. Some faces I saw as these people

I went 
out and, meeting a policeman, we decided 
four more ought to be sent, and he tele- 
phoned for them.” 


(NCIDENTS OF DISASTER 


Terrible Scenes of Death and Panic 
Graphically Described—Police Man- 
agement and Arrangements 
Criticised, 

Many graphic and terrible incidents were 

recounted by eye witnesses of the disaster. 

Frank Cook, a student at the New York 
University Medical School, 
near the edge of the crowd on the Madison 
Square side of the street when the explo- 
Sion occurred. 

“My God, but it was awful!’’ he said. 
“T think it was a bunch of Roman candles 
that went up first—before they were ready 
to set them off, and came down in among 
the largest pile of bombs. First one went 
off and then another. and another. I be- 
lieve that the first one tiped over when it 
exploded, knocked down the others, and 

~then that they all went scattering into 
the crowd together. 
Wf. “*"I'wo bombs flew over to the front of the 


Bishop ‘House—it was one of these that 
killed Officer Shea—and two others struck 
on the side of the street where i stood. A 
-piece of iron as large as your two hands 
tore off the leg of a boy right in front of 
‘me. Another fragment nearly cut in half a 
“Man near by. A man's head was blown off 
“by another. I don't know just what hap- 
‘pened next. I helped carry the boy whose 
was gone to a arug store and then came 
Ddack.

body was blown right in among them. 


VICTIM'S PATHETIC DEATH. 


“The death of one man was pathetic. 
A piece of shell had struck him, and 
oth his legs were hanging by shreds. 
But he did not seem to feel pain, i suppose 
on account of the shock, and when they 
raised his head he tried to speak. 
he tried, but could not; then again: 
my—sister,’ and he died before he could 
finish the sentence. c 
“It was now ten minutes after the ex- 
plosion had happened and tne street was 
packed so closely that the police—what 
there were there—could do nothing with 


the crowd. On the sidewalks men and 
women were walking over the dead, be- 
cause they could not see where to step. 
Then the big searchlight at broadway and 
Twenty-third Street was turned on and the 
place was lighted up like day. Five min- 
utes more went by and etlll there were 
not police enough to keep the crowd back. 

‘All this time the band was piaying and 
the balloon flying up over Madison Square 
Garden as if nothing had happened. The 


crowd kept on cheering over on Broadway. 


A little while after 10 o'clock another lot of 
bombs were set off on the other side of the 
square. A shout went up to stop it, but 
they didn’t stop. It made every one shiver, 
standing there with the dead all about. 


“The ambulances had begun to arrive 
some little time before, and when they 


came the crowd thinned out a little im- 
mediately at the corner of Twenty-fourth 
Street; the arrival of more police from the 


other side of the Garden helped things, and 
one by one they began to take away the 
wounded, many of whom had been already 
given such attention as could be obtained 
at the drug stores. While the wounded 
were being cared for they covered up the 
bodies until the ambulances could take 
them away as well. 

“I don’t think it would have happé@ned 
if the police had kept the crowd back. 
They were standing on both curbs, and at 
the side of the street where the piles of 
bombs were set the people on the edge of 
the sidewalk were within four feet of the 
fireworks. At each end of the open space 
the people crowded in, leaving a place not 
more than fifty feet wide in the middle. 
It was only because more bombs did not 
explode that more people were not killed.” 


BLAMES THE POLICE. 


Attorney M. A. C. Levy had just come 
down from the Manhattan Club and was in 
the crowd when the explosion occurred. He 


said that the police arrangements were 
altogether inadequate, and that the crowd 
was not under control for half an hour 


after the accident happened. 

‘It did not give way at all,’”’ said Mr. 
Levy, “‘until the ambulances came, and 
then only enough to allow them to drive 
through, in imminent danger of running 
over some one. I consider the police en- 
tirely to blame for the loss of life, for the 
bombs did not go far and would probably 
not have hit any one if the crowd-had not 
been so near. 


AUTOMOBILE WAS DITCHED. 


Chauffeur ~of Theodore Havemeyer’s 
Machine and a Passenger Suf- 
fer Broken Legs. 


A heavy automobile, owned by Theodore 
Havemeyer of this city, ran into a ten-foot 
ditch on the Hoffman Boulevard, near the 


Dry Harbor Road, in Queens, at 7 o'clock 
last night. There is an excavation on the 
Boulevard caused by the construction of a 
sewer by Charles Hart, a contractor, of 
Brooklyn. It is asserted by those in the 


automobile that there were nu warning 
lights on the road to indicate the danger. 

The automobile was in charge of Edmund 
Froment of 208 West Thirty-fourth Street. 
In the automobile with him were J. N. 
Jarard of 205 Park Avenue, H. C. Barnes 
of 108 Gramercy Park, and Roderick Kenny 
of 169 Madison Street, New York. The 
chauffeur and Kenny both sustained fract- 
ures of the right leg. Kenny and Jarard 
were taken to their homes. Froment was 
removed to St. John’s Hospital. 


BOY SHOT DEAD IN SCHOOL. 


Vito Collabtaso, seven years old, a pupil 
at the Italian Industrial School at 307 East 
One Hundred and Fourteenth Street, while 
sitting at a table in the dining room on the 
ground floor of the school, was shot last 
night and instantly killed. Tony Esterano, 
thirty-two years old, of 312 East One Hun- 
dred and Fifteenth Street, was arrested 
and locked up in the East One Hundred 
and Fourth Street Police Station, charged 
with having fired the shot while celebrating 
the election. 

On the way to the station an excited 
crowd followed the detectives and made 
several attempts to injure the prisoner. 

According to the father of the dead boy 
this is the second blow he has met with 
in three days. On Sunday morning, he 
said, his wife ran away with another Ital- 
ian, taking with her $300, the savings of 
vears of the father, who is a laborer. It 
was after the dtsappearance of his mother 
that young Collabraco was placed in the 
school.

PENNSYLVANIA GOES 
REPUBLICAN BY 150,000 


> 
Ex-Judge Pennypacker Is Elected 
Governor. 


Republicans Gets 26 and Possibly 27 
Congressmen Out of 32—The Leg- 
islature Strongly Theirs. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 4. — Estimates 
from more than half the counties in Penn- 
sylvania outside of Philadelphia and Alile- 
gheny Counties show gains for the Demo- 
cratic State ticket. These gains are offset, 
however, by heavy Republican gains in 
Philadelphia and Pittsburg. The returns in- 
dicate a Republican plurality in the State 
of from 150,000 to 200,000, of which Phila- 
delphia contributes over 100,000 and Pitts- 
burg from 30,000 to 40,000. 

The Republican loss in the anthracite coal 
region was not as heavy as had been an- 
ticipated. 

Incomplete returns from the legislative 
districts of Pennsylvania indicate that the 
Republicans will have an increased majority 
in the State Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

The Republicans also will have twenty-six, 
and possibly twenty-seven, out of thirty- 


two Congressmen. 

Included in the twenty-six Republicans 
elected to Congress are four Citizens’ can- 
didates elected in Alleghany County, all of 
whom are Republicans, but were elected 
over the regular Republican candidates by 
the aid of Democrats. On the State ticket 
Alleghany County is in doubt, but it is 
claimed by the Republicans by 30,000 plu- 
rality. 

While the Republicans will control the 
Legislature, the independents may be able 
to defeat Senator Penrose, who comes up 


for re-election. 
The Democrats are sure of four Congress- 


men. 

Eleven out of 42 wards in Philadelphia 
give Pennypacker, (Rep.,) for Governor, 
31,683; Pattison, (Dem.,) 10,885. Republic- 
an plurality, 20,798. 

Despite the apparent apathy of the vot- 
ing public during the campaign, the vote 
polled in this city to-day was much heav- 


jer than had been anticipated. The ballot- 
ing was unattended by any serious dis- 
turbances, and the election was conducted 
more quietly than has been the case for a 
number of years. There were few arrests 
for illegal voting. 

Republican State Chairman Quay arrived 
here from his Beaver County home shortly 
before 6 o'clock. He remained at _ his 
rooms at the Hotel Walton all night, 
where he received State returns over a 
private wire. ® 

One of the first telegrams to Senator 
Quay was from Pittsburg, claiming that 
Pennypacker carried Alle way, | County by 
35,000 plurality, and that the Citizens’ Dem- 
ocratic local ticket had 40,000 majority in 
l'ittsburg. Senator Quay says the reports 
he has received so tar show _an increase 
over Barnet's vote for Judge Pennypacker, 
Republican candidat® for Governor. 

Democratic State Chairman Creasey ar- 
rived in Philadelphia this afternoon from 
his home in .Catawissa, and received the 
election returns at the Democratic City 
Committee headquarters. Chairman Creasey 
was to-day re-elected a member of the 
House of Representatives from Columbia 
County. 

Local factional fights lent additional in- 
terest to the election in Pittsburg, and an 
unusually large early vote was polled. A 
heavy fog prevailed in Pittsburg and Alle- 
gheny, but the weather throughout West- 
<a, Pennsylvania was reported clear and 
cool, 

In the Seventeenth Congressional District 
Alexander Billmeyer (Dem.) was elected to 
fill the unexpired term of Rufus K. Polk

FRAUDS IN PHILADELPHIA. 


Wholesale Repeating in the interest. of 
the Republicans Alleged. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 4.—The worst 
political corruption ever known in Phila- 
delphia was practiced in to-day’s elections. 
Repeating in the interest of the machine 
Republicans was general throughout the 
city. One hundred and fifty negro laborers 
on the proposed city filtration plants were 
used as repeaters in the Forty-first and 
Thirty-fifth Wards. They were hauled to 
the polls in private teams. At the first 
polling place to which the negroes were 
taken a policeman in full uniform served 


drinks to them. It is said they were paid 
$4 apiece to vote. . All of the negroes were 
brought to the city from Vizginia a month 
ago. <A policeman who arrested William 
Brinnstein, charged with repeating, found 
a list of a half dozen names of voters in 
the prisoner's pocket, indicating that he 
intended to vote in several divisions of 
the ward. 

In West Philadelphia, where the fight 
for the State Senate was waged, repeaters 
were seen in nearly every division. In di- 
visions controlled by the Republican or- 
ganization they were far more successful 
than in the independent precincts. 

Penrose A. McLain, Fusion candidate for 
Sheriff, said that never before had he 
seen such corruption at the polls in the 
First Ward. Gangs of repeaters were taken 
from polling booth to polling booth. In 
one instance twelve votes were cast in 
the names of alleged residents of a speak- 
easy. Votes were cast in fictitious names, 
and the ballots were deposited notwith- 
standing the most strenuous objections. 

In the Tenderloin district liquor was kept 
in close proximity to the polling places and 
repeating and impersonation were practiced 
openly. There was no apparent effort to 
retard it. In many divisions the Republic- 
ans had as high as twenty to twenty-five 
men at the polls. The “ voters"’ assessed 
from todging houses were voted early. 

Out of seventy-four pleas for relief from 
disfranchisement or other injustice at the 
polls, the election court acted on only two. 
Three Judges sat in the Quarter Sessions 
Court in response to an appeal from law- 
yers representing the Democratic Party, 
with the ostensible purpose of rectifying 
wrongs at the polls, but in nearly every 
instance whatever might be the alleged 
outrage upon citizenship complained the 
court declared itself powerless to interfere. 


ALABAMA.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Nov. 4.—The vote 
in Alabama to-day was very light, but the 
State went safely Democratic, with a good 
majority for the entire Democratic State 
ticket. D. J. Elks, Democratic Governor- 
elect. has a majority of at least 20,000 over 
J. W. Smith, Republican. It is estimated, 
however, that the vote was only about one- 
tnird of the registration, and that less than 
90,000 voters went to the polls. 
The Republicans to-night claim that they 
' have carried the Severth Congressional 
District for D. Street over J. L. Burnett, 
the present Democratic Congressman. The 
returns are slow in coming in, and the 
counties do not appear eager to send in re- 
ports. The election of Democratic Con- 
gressmen in eight other of the nine dis- 
tricts is conceded. 


CONNECTICUT. 
Special to The New York Times. 
NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 4.—On the 
basis of the latest reports this State has 


gone strongly Republican on the State tick- 
et, Congress, and Legislature. The return 


of all four Republican Congressmen with 
majorities of from 2,000 to 4,000 each is as- 
sured, as is also the election of a Repub- 
lican Congressman at Large by a majority 
of 10,000, the entire Republican State ticket 
with about 15,000 majority, and the eight 
Republican Sheriffs. 

Shortly before midnight the Demcecratic 
State organization conceded the election of 
the entire Republican ticket, with the Gen- 
eral Assembly safely Republican on joint 
ballot and the Republican plurality con- 
servatively estimated at 15,000—a gain of 
35 per cent. over two years ago. 

Latest returns in the Legislature show 
143 Republican State Representatives and 
4% Democratic, a Republican gain. 

The surprise of the poll has been the 
Republican landslide in New Haven, where 
Democratic majorities have always been 
large. Every Republican candidate will 
probably be elected in New Haven.

Leaders, in the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
Hear Up-State Returns. 


Senator Platt, Early Satisfied as to Gov- 
Odell’s Victory, Estimates Plur- 
ality and Goes to Bed. 


“You can say for me that Odell ts cer- 
tainly elected by a plurality of from 15,000 
to 20,000. I am going to bed.” 

That was the remark made by 
Platt at 10 o'clock last night. 

‘‘I subscribe to those figures,” said Col. 
G. W. Dunn, Chairman of the Republican 
State Committee. 

“True as gospel,’’ assented 
Chairman William Barnes, Jr. 

It was a busy day at Republican State 
and couniy headquarters. The weather 
here was all that could be desired, and dis- 
patches that poured into State headquar- 
ters showed that similar conditions pre- 
vailed throughout the State, and that the 
full Republican vote was being polled. Every 
dispatch from above the Bronx conveyed 
good tidings, and when Senator Platt, Col. 
Dunn, Secretary Fox, and Mr. Barnes ar- 
rived everybody was in good humor. 

Reports were received in Parlor D R 
at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, and in the early 
part of the evening the Democratic gains 
in Greater New York were somewhat of a 
wet blanket. But as the wire ticked from 
up State points, showing great Republican 
gains, the Republicans gained courage and 
hastened to the Hoffman House, where 
Coler adherents were said to be betting all 
kinds of money at odds of from 2 to 1 to 
19 to 1 on their man. Republicans held off 
for a while, but as the good news from 
above the Bronx continued to come in, 
showing a certain plurality for Odell, they 
hastened to get a bet down, and soon had 
the Democrats run out of funds. 

The remarkable gains made in Albany, 
Cattaraugus, Chautauqua, Chemung, Co- 
lumbia, Greene, Onondaga, Orange, Tioga, 
and other counties put all in good humor, 
and the stereotyped remark was: “‘ Charlie 
Murphy can have his 112,000, but Odell 
wins anyway.” 

When Albany was heard from the Re- 
publicans cheered, and some one said: 

*Wolfert’s Roost is in Albany. Why, 
that’s where Hill lives, and Herrick is not 
doing a thing to him.” * 

Hill was again made the butt of ridicule 
when Chemung, his former home, an- 
nounced Republican gains. 

‘*“Why, McGuire lives there,"’ shouted 
many when Onondaga announced gains 
for Odell. 

“Carlisle said the farmers were not dn- 
telligent,’’ was the remark when. Jefferson 
reported a 500 gain for Odell. 

As the night grew the returns from up 
the State were even more favorable to the 
Republican nominee. Committeeman War- 
ren of Erie telegraphed: 

**We did not do so well as we expected, 
but we filled. The county gives Odell not 
less than 800."’ 

Job E. Hedges was in a jesting mood, and 
remarked: ‘‘I have one good subject to 
talk on next year. That is Coler’s two 
hours’ tenure of office as Governor.” 

John W. Vrooman, ex-Secretary of the 
State Committee, was in a reminiscent 
‘““We used to say,’’ he remarked,

Although politicians expect that the 
ElAmerican people will change their atti- 
je somewhat in “.off’’ years, the Re- 
ublicans were very confident until a 
pw weeks since that there would be no 
eN eprse for them this year.

Clearly it will not do for them to cling 
to the notion that the people voted ex- 
clusively on “ prosperity,”’ for then the 
result would mean either that the people 
are not convinced that the country is 
prosperous, which obviously it is, or else 
that the people think that prosperity is 
not wholly due to the Republican Party, 
which is a serious admission to make. 
As a matter of fact, there is evidence 
of a strong current of opinion against 
the Republican policy in regard to the 
one issue that divides the two parties, 
the tariff. As the Democrats made their 
canvass almost wholly on that issue, 
the considerable change that has taken 
place must be explained with reference 
to that. It is particularly noteworthy 
that the more cautious and sensible Re- 
publican leaders, headed by the Presi- 
dent, undertook to offset this influence 
by advocating some form and degree of 
tariff revision. The movement in Iowa, 
with the emphatic support of some of 
the coolest of the party managers, must 
be taken as having lessened the force of 
the reaction toward the Democratic op- 
position. It is a fair inference that had 
it not been for this movement and the 
effect it had upon public opinion all over 
the country, the slight majority which 
the Republicans, at the present writing, 
seem to have retained would have entire- 
ly disappeared.

TO GOVERN OUR COLONIES. 

Not enough attention has been paid to 
the report of Prof. JeEn«s of Cornell, who 
was sent out, months ago, by the War 
Department to inquire into the methods 
of the nations which had had most suc- 
cess in governing colonies, and whose re- 
port was published in a brief summary 
a week or more ago. 

As might be expected, Prof. JenxKs has 
found that the only successful “ coloniz- 
ing nations, the only nations from 
which ‘we can learn lessons, are the Brit- 
ish and the Dutch. They are the only 
two which have made any real success of 
the business, and it is of them, if of any- 
body, that we can learn. Of course, our 
question is not really one of “ coloniza- 
tion.”” Colonization implies an over- 
crowded country, which we are all aware 
that our own is not, being, in fact, still 
the most fruitful and promising and at- 
tractive field of colonization that the 
world affords. This fact is more and 
more, and year by year, attested by the 
statistics. But suddenly, by the treaty 
of Paris of 1898, a new problem was 
thrown on us, the problem of administer- 
ing, primarily and indeed always, in 
their own interest, countries having a 
civilization, or semi-civilization, as it 
may have been, distinctly inferior to and 
incompatible with our own. When these 
regions were thrust upon us, no matter 
just now how, it behooved us to see how 
our new problem had been dealt with by 
the nations to which it was an old prob- 
lem. We had some historical information 
on that point. Those of us who had had 
the advantage of reading JoHN FiIskE’s 
singularly illuminating essay upon it, 
while the question was still ‘“‘ academic,”’ 
in his prefatory chapter to his “ Begin- 
nings of New England” upon “the Ro- 
man idea” and “ the English idea,” may 
have thought that we had attained to a 
condition of clear belief. But, in plain 
fact, it was a condition and not a theory 
which confronted us, and it oved us 
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modern nations, confronted with a like 
condition, had most successfully in turn 
confronted it. 

It is curious, no doubt, that the only 
two nations which had been measurably 
successful, and from which we presuma- 
bly could learn lessons, should be the 
English and the Dutch. Two “ Teuton- 
ic’’ nations had managed to retain their 
dependencies for a long time without ex- 
citing dangerous discontent. Of the Latin 
nations Portugal, one of the first and 
most important of the colonizing Pow- 
ers, had practically ceased to exist as a 
world Power. Spain, still earlier and still 
more important, had steadily dwindled 
by an evident inability to cope with the 
conditions that confronted her. Our own 
acquisition of the Antilles and the Phil- 
ippines, as the sequel of rebellion in each 
of her archipelagos, had _ sufficiently 
proved that we had nothing to learn 
from Spain. Italy never colonized, un- 
til just now. France, according to 
the old saying, “‘had colonies but no 
colonists,” in spite of the “ habit- 
ants” of Lower Canada, who still pre- 
sent themselves as a problem to the Brit- 
ish Empire in so far as they do not Indi- 
vidually present themselves as individual 
problems tothe people of the United States. 
Germany, meaning Prussia, might be sup- 
posed to present another “‘ Teutonic” so- 
lution to the problem, but unfortunately 
Germany, meaning again Prussia, is so 
new in the colonial field and her experi- 
ments in it have thus far succeeded so 
exclusively in showing how loathsome 
the transplantation of the Prussian bu- 
reaucracy becomes to all “natives” or 
foreigners who may be brought into con- 
tact, meaning into collision, with it, that 
we have really nowhere else to go for 
examples of the successful administra- 
tion of foreign dependencies except to 
England and to Holland. Prof. Jenxs’s 
investigations have apparently satisfied 
him that these are our only exemplars. 
Also that our watchword about “the 
consent of the governed” should; as a 
watchword, be retained exclusively for 
home consumption and not extended to 
our new wards. 

In fact, Prof. JENKs’s observations co- 
incide with the experience of all the ex- 
cellent public servants whom we have 
had the felicity of obtaining in our new 
possessions, in tending to prove that, as 
‘it is a condition which confronts us and 


not a theory, it is a condition which can 


be dealt with not by watchwords or 
catchwords of any kind, but only by an 
inductive and empirical application of 
means to ends. Take the question of 
labor, which Prof. Jenxs rightly puts in 
the forefront of our troubles. Congress, 
most unwisely, has deternfined for the 
moment that Chinese labor should be ex- 
cluded from the Philippines because it 
has found it desirable, on entirely differ- 
ent grounds, to exclude it from the 
United States. Congress will apparently 
have to reverse that foolish decision if 
Congress means to make a success of our 
control of the Philippines. And Con- 
gress will apparently have to do some- 
thing of the same sort with reference to 
such of the West Indies as we hold or as 
we may acquire. Not, of course, that Con- 
gress will make any laws tending to cre- 
ate “involuntary servitude,” except for 
crime, but that it seems likely that Con- 
gress may be brought, in the interest of 
our present and future possessions, to 
give legislative sanction to the Biblical 
proposition that if a man will not work, 
neither shall he eat. Evidently Prof. 
JENKS’S report raises many urgent and 
important questions, and we shall await 
the full text of it with great interest. 


THE MINERS’ CASE. 

The statement prepared by President 
MITCHELL of the United Mine Workers 
for the information of the Coal Strike 
Commission will not bear critical exam- 
ination as well as such a document 
should. Whether this is a defect or a 
quality of excellence depends somewhat 
upon the writer's purpose. Of course, it 
has the character of an ex parte state- 
ment, setting forth what the author 
hopes to prove, and as such should per- 
haps be judged less critically than every- 
thing in the shape of testimony must be. 

The most objectionable feature of Mr. 
MITCHELL’s argument is that a majority 
of his statements appear at first glance 
t> be untrue. Rates of wages and net 
earnings are confused in a misleading 
Way and conditions to which he calls 
attention as involving hardship for the 
miners and mine workers in the anthra- 
cite field will be understood if Mr. 
MITCHELL’s statements are read in con- 
nection with the proceedings of the 
Shamokin Convention at which these 
same topics were discussed at length. 
From the discussion and resolutions it 
will be seen that the restricted earnings 
of the anthracite miner are largely the 
result of the limitations placed upon his 
industry by the union rules; and that 
while not responsible for the congestion 
of labor in the anthracite field, the union 
has done what it could to maintain this 
congestion by means calculated to com- 
pel the employment of more men than 
were needed to work the mines to their 
capacity. 

In other respects his statement is dis- 
ingenuous. Referring doubtless to his 
action in directing the continuance of the 
strike at the Coxe and Markle collieries 


in the Hazleton district, he says: 

The anthracite mine workers should not 
be compelled to make or sign individual 
agreements, but should have the right to 
form such organization and choose such 
agents and officers as they desire to act 
collectively instead ef individually when 
they deem that their best interests are 
subserved thereby. 


So far as our present information goes 
the only individual agreements the min- 
ers have been asked to sign since arbi- 
tration was agreed upon are those bind- 
ing them not to molest or maltreat non- 
union workers, and to agree to respect 
and abide by the decisions of the com- 
mission. These were perfectly proper 
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compliance with thern suggests bad faith 
on the part of the miners. In the dis- 
cussion of the question of weighing coal 
and paying the miner for what he wins 
Mr. MITCHELL appears to better advan- 
tage. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Vegetarians and other people afflict- 
ed—or blessed—with hypertrophy of the fad 
faculty will doubtless find in the fact that 
Mr. JOHN HEssDORFER is the manager for a 
New York firm dealing in meats an ex- 
planation not only of his inability to refrain 
from shooting a golden eagle encountered 
in the wilds of Pike County, but also of 
the even more mysterious phenomenon that, 
instead of concealing this illegal and other- 
wise abominable act, Mr. HESsSDORFER 
proudly gave the details of his achievement 
to the local newspaper correspondents and 
sent the corpse of his victim to this city 
to be “stuffed’’ as a permanently con- 
victing exhibit in the case against him. 
Less fanciful folk will ignore the very re- 
mote possibility that occupation has blunted 
Mr. HEsspoRFER's sensibilities, and con- 
tent themselves with the simpler assump- 
tion that he is one of the still numerous 
men whose’attention has never been called 
to the new and better way of looking at 
animal life, or to the present agreement 
among civilized human beings that some 
better excuse must be found for killing 
Birds and beasts than the existence in us all 
of a blind instinct due to the necessities of 
our eavege ancestors. Our laws in this re- 
spect to this matter are a good deal ahead 
of our inclinations, but, with the one to 
hold the other in control, a considerable 
fractian of us can now restrain the im- 
pulse toward indiscriminate slaughter, 
especially of creatures once so rare, so 
interesttag, and so picturesque as the 
greater eagles. They will soon disappear 
from thfs part of the country, even if let 
alone ag much as possible, but to shoot 
them merely to gratffy the desire to kill is 
pretty bad. And our grief is not so much 
for the slain as for the slayer. Eagles do 
not so conduct themselves in their rela- 
tions with creatures weaker than them- 
selves as to earn any large amount of 
consideration from those that are stronger. 
Their savagery, however, is entirely natural 
and businesslike, while that of the man 
who shoots them is wanton folly as regards 
himself, and cowardly robbery as regards 
the rest of us. The Pennsylvania law is 
very explicit as regards the birds that may 
and may not be shot in that State, and if 
the Pike County Game Wardens perform 
their sworn duty they will see that Mr. 
HeEsspoRFER is either fined from $10 to $50, 
or—what would probably do him much 
more good and therefore be kinder in the 
end—ig sent to jail for from ten to thirty 


days. 


—Nobody should be misled by the 
claims made in behalf of the “‘ Universal 
Brotherhood,” either by Californian Mayors 
with a keen eye to business or by inju- 
dicious New Yorkers with a hankering aft- 
er mysticism, into criticising the immigra- 
tion authorities and the Gerry Society for 
putting all the obstacles they cam in the 
way of those who are endeavoring to sub- 
ject a lot of helpless Cuban children to 
such influences as they would have to en- 
dure at Point Loma. They have done well 
to “hold up” this particular importa- 
tion of little ones who can have no in- 
telligent idea of the fate that awaits them, 
and they will do better if they succeed in 
interrupting permanently a traffic that is 
much more than dubious. It is not neces- 
sary to accuse the followers of the Tingley 
woman of bad motives, or to ascribe any 
especially heinous qualities to the philos- 
ophy she teaches, but if ever there was an 
“old toothbrush and broken teacup cult” 
it is hers, and liberty, religious and other, 
will have been carried quite far enough if 
such adults as choose to do so are allowed 
to swamp their substitutes for minds in her 
adaptation of the Blavatskian absurdities 
and humbugs. Whatever the home sur- 
roundings of these Cuban children may 
have been, they can more safely be returned 
to them than sent to a place where the very 
least to happen to them will be a depriva- 
tion of the reasoning faculty as complete 
as their guardians and teachers can make 
it. This is cruelty of the very worst sort, 
and those who are trying to prevent it de- 
serve the assistance and encouragement 
of all people with common sense and com- 
mon decency. We have quite enough 
cranks as the result of, natural develop- 
ment, and to catch young children for the 
express purpose of increasing the number 
by deliberate education is‘ nothing less 
than a crime. 


—A communication that would have 
angered us more if it had amused us less, 
but which, ridiculous as it is, yet is 
vicious enough to cause no little emotion 
closely approximating rage, comes to us 
from one EUGENE CHRISTIAN, a@ person who 
is, to take his own word for it—a rash 
taking, we fear—Chairman of committee 
of a certain ‘ Anti-Compulsory-Vaccina- 
tion League of New York City.””

To be sure, 
a sufficient quantity in market to fill 
all orders; neither can there be for some 
time. ‘‘ Mitchell Day,” election day at 
hand, and Church days will have delayea 
mining quite perceptibly, but we may rea- 
sonably expect free supply in the next 
ten days. 

Now is the opportunity for the people to 
protest against extortion, and, aided by 
the sales agents, we shall be able to put 
these robbers to sleep. As one dealer au- 
daciously stated to me: ‘‘ Why, we were 
selling lots of coal until the strike ended 
at high prices. Our losses during the strike 
were very heavy, and we had to get even,

quit buying, hoping to force us to seu 


cheap coal.” 

They simply have no conscience in this 
matter, and ‘‘the people’ will be helpless 
and suffering ere long, for in all reason 


we may expect cold, seasonable weather 
any day, and only the wise and overruling 
Providence can continue to aid us until 
proper action is taken, establishing the 
price at $6 per ton, delivered from sales 
agents’ depots along the river front. 

Our Lieutenant Governor, Timothy Wood- 
ruff, has recently become deeply inter- 
ested in this phase of the coal question, 
and he is planning to get into this busi- 
ness at once unless the dealers get down 
to honest work. Grinding the face of the 
poor is a crime which the law of God 
will punish. Beware, ye workers of in- 
iquity, for the wheels of God grind slow, 
but they grind exceeding fine! 

With a sure profit of 75 cents to $1 per 
ton, there is a volume of business assured 
each dealer which he cannot miss, for we 
must have coal, and the supply cannot 
equal the demand for months to come.

Rapid Cable and Telegraph Construc- 
tion in Cuba and the Philippines. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—The annual re- 
port of Gen. A. W. Greely, Chief Signal 
Officer of the Army, says the corps have 
built and put in working order in Alaska 
1,121 miles of land lines and submarine 
cables within a period of twenty-four

and inspection of enormous quantities of 
materials, instruments, &c., many hundred 
tons in weight, and their transportation 
over distances ranging from 4,000 to 7,000 
miles. 
When however, the ex- 
ceedingly difficult physicial conditions 
within the territory, he the work 
must be considered simply phenomenal, as 
in all parts of Alaska traversed by this 
great length of line there are not a dozen 
miles of wagon road, and much of the 
region is unexplored. 

Speaking of improvements effected by the 
corps in Cuba, Gen. Greely says: 

“On occupying Cuba, the American army 
found a few dilapidated telegraph lines op- 

| erated by antiquated methods, with tariff 
rates increasing in proportion to the length 

{ of the message, without free delivery, and 

j with grave uncertainty as to espionage, 
secrecy, and delivery. This system served 
only the western half of the island. 

**In leaving Cuba there was turned over 
to the Government a system of 3,500 miles, 
extending from San y Martinez in the west 
to Cape Maysi in the extreme east, with 
every seaport or town of importance elec- 
trically connected. The present instruments 
are of the best modern types, the trans- 
missions speedy and reliable, and the tariff 
rates exceedingly low, while the certainty 
of delivery and inviolability of messages are 
beyond question.”’ 

Of the work in the Philippines, 
port says: 

“The magnificent system 
lines and cables was very 
structed and installed under 
This system, increased during the fisca 
year by 2,600 miles, consisted on June 30, 
1902, of thirty-one submarine cables, 1,226 

i miles in length, and land lines of 5,108 miles 
in length, making an aggregate of 6,434 
miles. 

*“*The work of construction and installa- 
tion, under the disturbed and difficult con- 
ditions existing in the archipelago, demand- 
ed talents of the highest order. The system 
stands to-day a monument to the energy, 
skill, and resourcefulness of the American 
soldier. 

““On entering the Philippine Islands, the 
American army found practically no exist- 
ing telegraph lines, as the few land lines 
connecting the Viscayan cables of the Mast- 
ern Extension Telegraph Company had been 
promptly destroyed by the insurgents, as 
well as the lines in Luzon when they re- 
tired before the advance of our army. The 
only lines of any importance that came 
into our possession were several hundred 
miles of dilapidated and antiquated lines 
of the Cagayan Valley and along the west 
coast of Luzon.” 

Gen. Greely calls attention to the neces- 
sity of a Pacific cable. Owing to the great 
pressure of work, he says, not as much 
time has been given to wireless telegraph 
tests as Gen. Greely desired, but he re- 
ports that progress has been made. 

He again calls attention to the necessity 
for international cable regulations, and 
recommends that the War Department be 
represented at the International Telegraph 
Conference to be held in London next year. 


WORKING ON CANAL TREATY. 


Colombian Minister Submits a Definite 
Proposition to Secretary Hay. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Sefior Conchas, 
the Colombian Minister, called on Secretary 
Hay at the State Department to-day by 
appointment, to.take up the subject of a 
treaty between the United States and Co- 
lombia conferring the necessary rights on 
the United States for the construction of a 
canal across the Isthmus. The interview 
lasted about half an hour, and the pre- 
liminary steps toward negotiating a treaty 
were taken. It is indicated from what can 
be learned at the legation that Mr. Con- 
chas has resumed negotiations of his own 
initiative, though he expects special instruc- 
tions on certain points involved, 

The Minister to-day submitted a defi- 
nite proposition which is in the nature of 
an answer to the treaty proposed by the 
United States. Secretary Hay will take no 
further step unti! the President returns to 
Washington and has had opportunity to 
consider this last proposition. 

The details of the Colombian proposition 
are withheld. The one important fact de- 
veloped, however, is that it is not obnox- 
jous to the spirit of the Spooner law, and 
therefore the officials felt warranted in the 
statement if there were any difficulties 
in the way they were not legal in charac- 
ter. This is taken to mean that the main 
issue remaining to be settled is one of 
price. The Colombian Government wants 
$10,000,000 instead of $7,000,000 proposed 
by the United States, besides a different 
arrangement for the annual payments. It 
is believed that this difference is not large 
enough ‘to seriously retard the close of the 
negotiations, 


FAMINE IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Gov. Taft Will Expend More Than 
$1,000,000 for Rice for the Sufferers. 


MANILA, Nov. 4.—The Philippine Com- 
mission has taken strong measures to avert 
the rice famine which is threatening many 
provinces. They to-day appropriated $2,- 
000,000 (Mexican) for the purchase and 
transportation of rice to be to the 
sufferers at a cash price covering the cost. 
Gov. Taft will control the purchases and 
sales, 

The commission has already purchased a 
large quantity of rice, and distribution will 
begin immediately. 

The Philippine Commission, under a re- 
cent authorization of President Roosevelt 
to permit foreign vessels to engage in 
coastwise trade, to-day promulgated a spe- 
cial act allowing the rice-laden steamer 
San Nicolas, from China, to proceed to 
Camarines, discharge her cargo, and load 
for Manila, 

The coastwise companies have memorial- 
ized the cOmmission, denying the existence 
of a pool or of excessive rates. The com- 
mission is preparing a plan for opening 
coastwise trade to all foreign craft. 


AMERICAN SHIPPING OUTLOOK. 


Facts and Figures Given in Annual Re- 
port of Commissioner of Navigation. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—The annual re- 
port of the Commissioner of Navigation 
shows that on June 30, 1902, the document- 
ed tonnage of the United States was the 
largest in its history, comprising 24,273 ves- 
sels, of 5,797,902 gross tons. The increase 
over last year is almost wholly in large 
steel steamers. In ten years the number of 
American, British, and German square- 
rigged vessels has decreased 50 per cent. 

American vessels carried 8.8 per cent. of 
American exports and imports, compared 
with 8.2 per cent. in 1901. The outlook for 
steel shipbuilding in the United States 
for the current fiscal year is not so prom- 
ising as was last year’s. On July 1, 1902, 
there were building or under contract in 
the United States 347,500 tons of steel mer- 
taxes 
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chant vessels. Receipts from tonnage 
amounted to $868,784, of which only $68,175 
was paid by American vessels. 

The report prints at length the agree- 
ment of the transatlantic merger, and its 
fleet of over 1,000,000 tons, and says: 

‘The organization of so great a naviga- 
tion company under American auspices is, 
however, the most important step toward 
the establishment of the influence of 
Americans on the ocean which has been 
taken since.

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GLOOMY OUTLOOK FOR 
RUSSIA’S PORTS IN ASIA 


Viadivostok Is Declared to be on 
the Verge of Ruin. 


Foreign Merchants Likely to Fight Shy 
of Dainy, Remembering Their 
Treatment Elsewhere.

LONDON, Nov. 5.—The Times's corre- 
spendent at St. Petersburg quotes from 
an article published in the Novoe Vrem- 
ya on Finance Minister de Witte’s re- 
cent visit to Vladivostok, where he re- 
ceived representatives of the commercial 
element of the community, who made 
various complaints. In consequence M. 
de Witte sanctioned the following re- 
forms: 

That a free harbor be opened in the 
Bay of Viadivostok; that a duty be lev- 
fed on imports from China; that a free 
commercial school be established at 
Viadivostok; that permission be given to 
transship without examination goods 
imported in foreign vessels. 

The Russian local paper in Vladivostok 
attacks the Government’s policy in re- 
spect to the City of Dalny, and says that 
many millions of rubles are being wasted 
in a futile attempt to make Dalny the 
leading port of North China, the chief 
result of which has been to bring Vladi- 
vostok and the Russian Amur territory 
to the verge of ruin. 

The Peking correspondent of The 
Times says it is announced that forty- 
nine town lots will be sold at Dalny on 
Nov. 14 at public auction, open to all na- 
tionalities. 

Dalny, says the correspondent, has a 
splendid harbor, and its natural advan- 
tages, improved at enormous cost, would 
in the hands of a commercial people lead 
to it becoming one of the most prosper- 
ous ports in Asia. But foreign merchants, 
remembering their treatment at Batum 
and Viadivostock, deride the Russian as- 
surances that Dalny will be on a differ- 
ent footing from other ports. 

Pending the effective military occupa- 
tion of Manchuria, the correspondent 
says, it is expedient for Russia to give a 
commercial character to the railway 
joining Viadivostock and Port Arthur, 
and to represent Dalny as a free port. 
But on the completion of the railway it 
will be transferred to the military, and 
the Civil Governor at Dalny will inevi- 
tably be superseded by a Military Gov- 
ernor. 

Then it will only be a question how 
soon the crushing duties, which have 
ruined Viadivostock in two years, will 
be imposed at Dalny.

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VENEZUELAN REVOLT OVER. 


Government Reports Declare the Revo- 
lutionists Have Been Driven Out. 


CARACAS, Nov. 4.—The Government re- 
ports having gained a decisive victory over 
the revolutionists last week. Government 
troops dislodged the rebels from their last 
stronghold at Pipe, near San Mateo, and 
six miles from La Victoria. 

The revolutionary leaders Mendoza, 
Matos, Rolando, Crespo, Torres, and others, 
according to Government reports, have 
been scattered and the disbanded rebel 
army passed through Villa de Cura last 
Sunday night. The rebel Gen. Riera is re- 
ported to have been killed. 

The victory claimed by the Government 
was celebrated in Caracas yesterday with 
salvos of artillery, fireworks, and the ring- 
ing of church bells. 

The Government reports declare the revo- 
lution in Venezuela to be ended by this 
complete victory, and that peace in Vene- 
guela has been secured.

FRENCH DEPUTIES’ DUEL. 


Count de Dion Scratches Gerault Rich- 
ard’s Arm —No Reconciliation 
After the Fight. 


PARIS, Nov. 4.—The duel between the 
Count de Dion, President of the Automo- 
bile Club, and a prominent sportsman, and 
Gerault Richard of the Petite Republique 
took place to-day. M. Gerault Richard 
was wounded in the right arm. 

The encounter took place at Neuilly at 
11 o'clock, and lasted an hour. Despite the 
efforts at secrecy a crowd of 150 persons, 
including journalists and photographers, 
were present, Ten exceedingly lively bouts 
were fought. Count de Dion was always on 
the aggressive. 

During the third bout Gerault Richard 
claimed to have touched the Count, but the 
seconds did not allow the claim, which was 
repeated in the sixth. De Dion opened the 
tenth bount by fiercely tte, the point 
of his sword touching Gerault Richard on 
the inner side of the right forearm, caus- 
ing a slight wound. The seconds immediate- 
ly stopped the encounter. 

No reconciliation occurred, the partici- 
pants jeaving the field without the usyal 
formalities. 


WILLIAM REDMOND IN JAIL. 


Irish Nationalist Must Serve Six Months 
for Alleged Incendiary Speech. 


DUBLIN, Nov. 4.—William H. K. Red- 
mond was arrested on his arrival at Kings- 
town to-day and was taken to Kilmainham 
Jail.

He was ordered by the 
Court of the King’s Bench to give bail for

EFFINGHAM, IIL, Nov. 4.—At Bogota, a 
small hamlet in Jasper County, thirty miles 
southeast of this city, this afternoon Hale 
Johnson, a Prohibiton leader of National 
prominence and the Vice-Presendential can- 
didate on the Prohibition ticket in 1896, was 


murdered. 

Mr. Johnson was a resident of Jasper 
County, living at Newton, the county seat, 
where he was an attorney and collector, 
and in the course of his business an ac- 
count against a man named Harry Harris, 
who lived, with his family, at Bogota, was 
placed with him for collection. 

It is said Harris refused to pay the ac- 
count, suit was had and a judgment ren- 
dered against him. Execution was or- 
dered and this morning Mr. Johnson, ac- 
companied by a Deputy Sheriff, drove out 
to the Harris home to see that the execu- 
tion was served and levy made upon suf- 
ficient property to satisfy the same. Upon 
arrival at the Harris home an altercation 
occurred between Johnson and Harris, and 
the latter secured a shotgun and fired at 
close range, the load of shot striking John- 
son in the face and causing instant death. 

Immediately after the shooting Harris 
jumped into Johnson's buggy and attempt- 
ed to escape, but was later apprehended 
by the Deputy Sheriff, who was a witness 
to the a ohnson’s body was taken 
to his home in Newton, and Harris was 
conveyed to jail in the same place. 

On the way to jail Harris swallowed pols- 
on, from the effects of which he died a few 
hours later. 

Johnson was the nominee of the Prohibi- 
tion Party in this State for Governor in 
1896, but later accepted the nomination for 
the Vice Presidency, and withdrew as the 
Gubernatorial candidate.

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FOUR MEN LOST IN 
E COLLISION AT SEA 


Father and Son Sink with Their 
Wrecked Schooner. 


Cut to the Water’s Edge by Fruit 
Steamer in a Dense Fog Off the 
Cape Cod Lightship. 


BOSTON, Nov. 4.—The United Fruit Com- 
pany’s steamship Admiral Sampson, which 
arrived here to-day, reports that she col- 
lided with the three-masted schooner 
Charley Bucki, bound from Eddyville, N. 
Y., for Boston, about ten miles off the Cape 
Cod Lightship at 2 o'clock this morning. 

The schooner was sunk, and Capt. Free- 
man Huntley of Jonesport, Me., Mate Ul- 
mer Huntley, and two seamen of the Bucki 
were drowned. 

The mate was a son of the Captain. The 
lost sailors were Norman Sampson, aged 
thirty-five, of Sydney, C. B., and Mark 
Beard, aged eighteen, of Two Rivers, N. S. 
The saved were Pearl Crowley. cook, of 


Jonesport, Me., and Seaman Moore, cook, 
of Eastport. 

The Admiral Sampson had her ventilators 
carried away, her port rail damaged, and 
her foretopmast broken. Crowley and 
Moore, the survivors, say that the collision 
occurred in a very heavy fog, and within 
two minutes from the time she was first 
seen the steamship, which proved to be 
the Admiral Sampson, crashed into the 
starboard side of the schooner, cutting her 
through to the keelson. The schooner be- 
gan to fill immediately, and her heavy 
cargo of cement carried her down in less 
than three minutes. She sank bow first, 
and not a particle of wreckage was left to 
mark the spot where she went to the bot- 
tom. 

The men who lost their lives, it is 
thought, were drawn into the vortex as 
the schooner went to the bottom. A life- 
boat from the steamship picked up _ the 
two men who managed to swim away from 
the doomed vessel. 

The Charley Bucki was built at Jones- 
port, Me., in 1873. She was owned by 
George Jenkins and W. F. Mansfield of 
Jonesport and was valued at about $3,500. 
There is said to be no insurance on the 
lost craft.

MORE BLOODSHED IN HAITI. 


Seven Persons Killed in Conflict Be- 
tween Troops and Civil Authori- 
ties in Port-au-Prince. 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Nov. 4.—A troop of 
1,200 Fouchardists which entered the capi- 
tal yesterday, returning from the cam- 
paign against Gen. Firmin, had-a conflict 
with the civil authorities.

war. 

The disorders continued during the day, 
another conflict occurring before the Na- 
tional Bank at 11 o'clock. There were sev- 
eral victims. The entire population is very 
much alarmed, and the foreigners are 
claiming protection. It is believed that the 
arrival of Gen. Nord with 10,000 men, 
which is expected within the next few 
days, will put an end to the disturbances. 


LINER USED OIL FOR FUEL. 


First Trial on a Transatlantic Voyage 
Proves Successful. 


The American Line steamship Kensing- 
ton, which arrived last night from Ant- 
werp, used oil instead of coal for fuel 
under one boiler during the trip, being the 
first passenger vessel to cross the ocean 
using oll even as partial fuel. 

Chief Engineer John Carnegie and Super- 
intendent Edward Wright of the American 
Line hurried aboard the Kensington as 
soon as the ship docked, and held a long 
conference with the Chief Engineer of the 
vessel, at the conclusion of which Mr. 
Carnegie announced that oil had been used 
continuously under one boiler during the 
whole of the trip from Antwerp to New 
York, and that the experiment had been 
entirely successful. 

Comparative statements prepared by the 
ship’s officers will not be made public 
until after they have been submitted to 
the manager of the steamship company.

Sara Anderson and Joseph Baernstein 
in a Varied Programme. 


Sara Anderson and Joseph Baernstein, a 
pair of young singers, who have become 
known to New York audiences in the last 
few years for the possession of good voices 
and their excellent artistic ambitions, gave 
a song recital together last evening in 
Mendelssohn Hall. The seats of that audi- 
torilum were rather sparsely filled with 
an audience of friendly disposition, which 
listened with attention and sympathy, but 
was seldom deeply moved by any of the 
offerings of the concert givers. The pro- 
gramme was a long one, and contained 
music of great variety, including, with 
some very familiar songs, many that are 
not generally known hereabout. While 
there was plenty of contrast in this list, it 
was somehow not an interesting or well- 
proportioned programme, and some of the 
numbers that were presented upon it for 
“the first time in New York” and for 
“the first time in America,”’ it is safe to 
say will never gain a wide acceptance. 
Such were some of the unfamiliar songs 
of Loewe that have rested in oblivion 
with many others of his vast product in 
this form, and some agreeable but by no 
means striking songs and duets of one 
Hildach. On the other hand, two graceful 
little duets by the learned contrapuntist 


Jadassohn Gisclosed an unexpected vein 
ot genial melody—not developed, it may be 
remarked in passing, in the canon_ form. 
There were besides Schubert's ‘‘ Doppel- 
giinger’’ and *‘ Wohin,” a group of French 
songs by Lully, Saint-Siens, and Massé, 
two of Brahms’s most beautiful produc- 
tions, a couple of Francis Korbay’s Hun- 
garian settings, the inevitable air from 
Mendelssohn's ‘‘Son and Stranger,’’ songs 
by Adele Lewing, Helen Hood, and Marya 
Blazejewicz, and a couple of duets by 
Helmund. 

It must be said that neither of the two 
singers did much to enhance the esteem in 
which they have been held by the critically 
minded. Both have voices of fine natural 
quality; beautiful voices, in_ fact. But 
neither has obtained from them _ results 
that rightfully ought to be yielded by such 
natural endowment. Miss Anderson and 
Mr. Baernstein both sing with an inflexible 
and sometimes labored style, that tends to 
put certain classes of songs beyond their 
reach. Mr. Baernstein, for instance, was 
far from reproducing the flowing and melo- 
dious grace of Schubert's ‘‘ Wohin,’’ in the 
same composer's recital of ‘‘ Der Doppel- 
a he was far more successful, lift- 
ng a part of the veil upon its wonderful 
shuddering mystery, and in Korbay's su- 
perb Hungarian songs, ‘‘ Mohac’s ield ’’ 
and ‘‘ Where the Tisza’s Torrents Through 
the Prairies Swell,’’ he was at his best. 
In measured, declamatory passages, that is, 
where he has plenty of time for prepara- 
tion of his tone, he produces his best re- 
sults; and especially where he does not have 
to use the upper range of his voice, which 
is not agreeable in quality, and which he 
manages with difficulty. 

Miss Anderson has not kept the promise 
of her first appearance in New York only 
a short time ago, in developing her vocal 
resources along the lines that are natural 
to them. Too many of her tones are kept 
back in her throat, and in her upper range, 
too, she does not move freely. Her into- 
nation was sometimes at fault last even- 
ing. She appeared to the best advantage, 
somewhat unexpectedly, in the voluble 
description of the tiger from Massé’s “‘ Paul 
et Virginie,’’ and in the duets she sang 
with Mr. Baernstein, by Hildach and Jad- 
assohn. Through the whole programme 
there was evidence of a real musical feel- 
ing and understanding on the part of both 
of the young singers. They compelled ad- 
miration continually for the beauty and 
capacity of their voices. They have still 
something to learn, and, fortunately, time 
to learn it in. The fact that they are 
young singers, with these two inestimable 
possessions of musical feeling and beauty 
of voice, prompts the hope that they may 
develop them further than they have at 
present. 


DIES AFTER FORTUNE COMES. 


John H. Heaton of Maryland, Who Re- 
cently Inherited $160,000, Passes 
Away Suddenly in Ohlo.

SPRINGFIELD, Ohio, Nov. 4.—With a 
fortune of $160,000 to be turned over to 
him, John H. Heaton of Havre de Grace, 
Md., died suddenly last night, following a 
sudden stroke of paralysis, believed to 
have been caused by excitement relative to 
report of the good news. 

Mr. Heaton and George Thatcher, his at- 


torney, had been together all day going 
through papers relative to the inheritance. 
Suddenly Heaton, who was sitting in Dr. 
J. M. McLaughlin’s office, put his hand 
to his head and fell back paralyzed. He 
passed away about two hours later. 

The deceased was sixty-three years of 
age, and had been here two years. The 
inheritance came from the Staple estate in 
England. There were three heirs—Mr. 
Heaton and two aunts. The remains will 
be shipped to Havre de Grace for burial. 
Mrs. Heaton has been an invalid for sev- 
eral years, and it is thought that the shock 
may have a serious effect on her. 


THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 4.—The West Gulf 
disturbance has spread over considerable terri- 
tory, but its centre still remains in Northeast 
Texas. The northern disturbance is apparently 
filling up over Lake Superior. Pressure con- 
tinues high over the Northeast and the Upper 


Missouri Valley. 

Rain has fallen in Northeast Texas, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Arkansas, Oklahoma, Missouri, IIli- 
nois, and Southeastern Kansas. Elsewhere the 
weather has been generally fair. It is warmer 
in the lower lake region and the Ohio Valley and 
colder in the Northwest, the middle Rocky Moun- 
tain region, and the Upper and Middle Missouri 
Valley. The rain area will spread northward 
and eastward over the East Gulf States, the 
Ohio Valley, and the lower lake region to-morrow, 
reaching Atlantic Coast districts by Thursday.

DUSE OF TO-DAY A 
MOLD OF D'ANNUNZIO 


Great Italian Actress Reappears 
in “La Gioconda.” 


THE 


Her Range of Impersonations Restrict- 
ed, but Her Art Maturer and 
More Marvelous. 


Duse is again with us—the Duse that a 
scant decade ago burst upon us all as a 
revelation. But she is scarcely the Duse we 
have known. The woman whose impersona- 
tions were as varied and cosmopolitan as 
her travels has, from motives of patriot- 
ism or of private predilection, narrowed 
her art to one country and to one play- 
wright. 

To many 
night (who 


at the Victoria Theatre last 
listened to the great actress 
amid the din of electoral fishhorns and 
rattles in the hands of a free and en- 
lightened populace without) the Duse of 
memory was no less vivid a presence than 
the woman behind the footlights, To what 
lengths were we not once carried by the 
surprise of her subtle, almost shrinking, 
but poignantly effective art, by the 
of her strange, sad, and utterly beautiful 
human spirit! She had been the child of 
the footlights, as we knew, whose youth 
had been spent in the still, dead air of the 
theatre, and whose histrionism had been 
drawn from the musty sources of stage 
tradition; and she had now, as it seemed, 
cast off all artifice, revealing a naked soul. 
In her person the time-worn heroines of 
the stage were transformed, revealing an 
undreamed-of beauty of simplicity, a vital 
directness of appeal that the moment be- 
fore we should have found unimaginable. 

It is no wonder that in that moment 
level heads were unbalanced and temperate 
souls intoxicated. How cloying seemed the 
golden seductions of Sara, thitherto The 
Divine; how flat her pretense of efferves- 
cence, how dead her measured emphasis, 
how expected all her surprises! Time has 
brought counsel. We should no longer 
quite abdicate to a Marguerite Gautier who 
arbitrarily departs from the text In the 
gambling scene in order to pitch the theat- 
ric climax in a half tone, nor to the Magda 
who comes back into her old home in the 
weeds of a general utility actress. But the 
Same counsel that has defined the bounds 
of Duse’s art has also established her im- 
pregnably in its proper citadel. No one who 
has thrilled to the simple, clumping, an- 
guished mass of primitive humanity in her 
Santuzza, or has abandoned himself to her 
woman's wit and to her shrewd and laugh- 
ing cajoleries in La -Locandiera, can ever 
forget the experience—or ever hope to feel 
the like again. 

The Duse of to-day is, in a measure, the 
Duse of d’'Annunzio—a playwright without 
humor and without the wholesome human- 
ity which is of the soil, a poet whose ruling 
interest is in sick and perfervid eroticism 
Yet, while d’Annunzio has limited narrow- 
ly the range of her impersonations, the 
nature and quality of her art remains the 
same. The characters which she has chos- 
en, or which he has made for her, are the 
cleanest and most nearly normal in his 
plays. Duse’s lighter smiles last night 
were as childlike and dear as of old, her 
manner had the same native wholesome- 
ness, and there was not a touch neu- 
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ot 
rotics in the infinite suggestions of latent 
heartsickness. 

Physically she has grown a trifle larger; 
but she is still graceful and lithe. There 
are lines of illness in her cheeks and be- 
neath her eyes; the increasing years have 
made it advisable to add a suggestion of 
color in her face; and her own hair, which 
is said to be tinged with gray, is covered in 
a coiffure of brown, Yet her throat line is 
as firm and soft as in a young girl, her 
rofile as spiritually transparent as ever. 
t is the same ca!m, mobile face, so individ- 
ually beautiful and expressive as to surpass 
a thousandfold all the portraits that have 
been made of her. Her voice, which has no 
great native strength and sweetness, re- 
tains all of its old refinement and charm. 
The resources of her expression are as va- 
ried and as accurate. In a word, the Duse 
of to-day is a trifle older, perhaps, but by 
virtue of the fact her art is the more ma- 
ture, 

The theme of ‘‘ La Gioconda” is one of 
the commonest and at the same time one of 
the most significant in the modern drama— 
the struggie in a human soul between the 
loftiest aspirations and the adamantine 
bonds of daily circumstances. The protag- 
onist is one Lucio, a sculptor; the aspira- 
tlons are embodied in Gioconda, his model, 
who is also his mistress; and the bonds 
of circumstance in his wife, Silvia, (Signora 
Duse.) Torn between his passion for art 
(and for his model) and his affection for 
his wife, Lucio has shot himself, though 
not fatally, and has been nursed back to 
life by Silvia’s loving care. But Gioconda 
knows her power. Every afternoon she 
goes to the studio to await Lucio’s return 
to his work—and to her. 

The earlier acts of the play represent 
Lucio’s unequal struggle against his fate. 
Divining what is passing Silvia goes to the 
studio to confront her rival, first with 
truth, and then, as this fails to shame her, 
with a lie. During the encounter Gioconda, 
angered by the false story of Lucio’s con- 
tempt for her, attempts to destroy Lucio’s 
masterpiece. Silvia saves the marble, but 
in so doing her hands are crushed to a 
pulp, and have to be amputated. Lucio 
follows Gioconda. 

This theme in its essentials is precisely 
that of Hauptmann’s ‘“ The Sunken Bell,” 
but how different the finished products! 
The German has thrown about the story 
the scent of pine and of wood flower; he 
has saturated ft with tender human senti- 
ment and with lusty vitality. Among the 
figures in the play are witch and elf, land 
satyr and water satyr, vet there not 
one of them all that does not act from 
motives immediately comprehensible to 
any normal human being and natively ir- 
resistible. It is a story of infinite tears 
and of the seeming defeat of human 
pirations, but beneath and through it are 
welling the eternal forces of life—working 
upward toward spiritual perfection. 

The atmosphere of the Italian play is 
that of moral and_ spiritual paralysis. 
Lucio knows Gioconda and fears her; he 
knows Silvia, and with his better heart he 
loves her. Yet his convictions are without 
force or virtue. His first deed is the at- 
tempted surrender through suicide, his sec- 
ond the baser surrender to the beckoning 
of his mistress. 

It is true that Lucio makes a long plea 
for himself on the score of his art, as em- 
bodied in Gioconda. ‘‘ A quiver of her eye- 
lash, and your soul dissolves like a drop of 
water; another, and you are lord of the 
universe, Imagine that mystery all over her 
body! Imagiue through all her limbs, from 
the forehead to tne soles of her feet, that 
flash of lightning, like life! Can one 
chisel the look? The ancients made their 
statues blind. Now, imagine, her whole 
body is like that look. * * * I tell you, 
I will make of her a thousand statues, not 
one!”’ 

These are ‘“‘ prave worts,”’ but are we to 
believe that a great sculptor is to be ruined 
in the loss of a single model? This is not at 
all the question at stake. What this pass- 
age and many like it in d’Annunzio really 
signify is not the love of the artist for 
the natural material of his art, nor yet the 
love of a strong man for a woman, but 
rather the ravings of a weakling obsessed 
with the idea of sex. 

There is much power of sensuous imagery 
in the lines, and those who know Italian 
best credit d’Annunzio with exquisite grace 
in the use of his language; but the spirit 
that conceived the whole is without real 
force, either dramatic or poetical; it lies 
in a sweltering tropical swoon, and is none 
the loss rotten in its depths because it is 
overhung with the foliage of gorgeous para- 
sites. 

Far deeper evidence of the depravity ot 
the play is in the inconclusiveness of the 
working out of its theme. To visit Lucio's 
sin with physical death is perhaps not 
necessary, but any rational or human solu- 
tion would leave him spiritually annihi- 
lated. In the last act he is described as 
pale and haggard, to be sure, but busily 
engaged, as it would seem, in extracting 
the nine hundred and ninety-nine remain- 
ing “‘ masterpieces "’ out of Gioconda. (One 
somehow figures them as being of the or- 
der of those sculptural ‘ masterpieces ”’ 
that are yearly seen in the two salons at 
Paris. If so, our condemnation of the end- 
ing is wrong. D’Annunzio is to be praised 
for so exquisitely making the punishment 
fit the crime.) 

Instead of a legitimate tragic motive for 
the last act, d’Annunzio finds the climax 
of the play Silvia’s mutilations. The play 
as a whole is dedicated to Eleanora Duse 
“of the beautiful hands.’’ The theme of 
beautiful hands is prominent thoughout, 
and in the stage directions of the last act, 
d’Annunzio ceases to call Silvia by her 
name. and cal!s her “the mutilated wo- 
man.”’ Several people come upon the stage, 
but aside from a passing mention of the 
fact that Lucio is living with Gioconda, 
scarcely anything is said, and nothing hap- 
pens that does not fix attention upon the 
mutilations.

Then came Silvia’s halting, desperate lie, 
its success, and the triumph of having 
routed Gioconda. But in a moment all 
was changed to terror again as the infuri- 
ated model rushed out to dash the statue 
to pieces. It was a passage that had great 
dramatic possibilities, but as usual it end- 
ed in the grossly physical. As the curtain

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Henry Brock.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Henry Brock, 
for many years proprietor of the Congres- 
sional Hotel here, is dead. Mr. Brock was 
born at Bingen-on-the-Rhine in 1830, and 
came to the United States at the age of 
sixteen. The following year he sailed in 
the famous Star of the West around Cape 
Horn to California, and took part in the 
first rush to the gold fields. 

Mr. Brock was successful in 
ventures, was one of the men originally 
connected with the discovery of the Com- 
stock Lode, and aided in the organization 
the Comstock Consolidated. He opened 
the first hotel in Virginia City. After put- 
ting through several large mining deals he 
became tired of life in the mining camps 
and returned East in a wagon train, and 
engaged in business in New York City. He 
made several trips to California, one of 
them by way of Panama and walking 
across the Isthmus. 

He was a member of the cavalry troop of 
the New York Seventh Regiment during the 
war. In 1868 he married Miss Lena Brenner 
of Newark, N. J., and in 1884 he came to 
Washington and engaged in the hotel busi- 
ness. He had many prominent public men 
as his guests.

RECORD CROWD SAW RACES 


Holiday Makers at Aqueduct 
Backed Wrong Horses, However. 


ALL THE. FAVORITES BEATEN 


Rossignol Upset Form Estimates by 


Winning the Roslyn Handicap 
at Long Odds. 


crowd in the history of the 
Aqueduct race track gathered at the un- 
cor .urtable, out of date little Queens 
County course yesterday, in deference to 
the custom which makes election day a 
racing holiday for New Yorkers. The at- 
tendance was so large in fact that for the 
first time since the was changed 
from its original character of a ‘“‘ pumpkin 
fair grounds” to a race course the stand 
was overcrowded to such an extent that a 
portion of the visitors had to seek standing 
room, and the chance to see something of 
The betting ring 
throughout its length and breadth was 
like the busiest part of a football field in a 
championship match, and the bookmakers 
in the course of the day's business had al- 
most as hard a time of it as did the betting 
element in the struggle for top prices. 
There was the one difference, however, in 
that the betting ring prospered amazingly 
on the results of the afternoon, while the 
holiday crowd departed for home shorn as 
no other great crowd has been shorn this 
season, 

Not one favorite was from 
first to last, and though the layers of odds 
uttered the usual wail about having all the 
winners so weil backed that there was no 
margin for profit, the facts did not bear 
out this assertion, especially as the betting 
was uncommonly heavy and the holiday 
makers, with few exceptions, bet on the 
favorties and the horses that were most 
“tipped.”” A consoling fact was the state 
of the weather, which was clear and pleas- 
ant, but that did not go far with the crowd, 
as the people who visit the Aqueduct track 
do not go in search of weather. Large 
fields ran for most of the races on a track 
that was at about the fastest and best of 
the meeting, but with all circumstances 
favoring true running there were more up- 
sets .to public form than at any previous 
day of the Aqueduct races. 

The most remarkable of these unexpected 
happenings was in the feature event of the 
card, the Roslyn Handicap at seven fur- 
longs for three-year-olds, for which the 
original field of nine horses was cut down 
to five by scratches. The star handicap 
horse of the Aqueduct meeting, Glenwater, 
was the top weight and was well backed, 
but the favorite at all times was the smart 
eelding, Oom Paul, with 110 pounds up and 
ridden by Shaw. Oom Paul seemed to 
stand out as much the best horse when 
his victorious race a few days_ before 
against Belle’s Commoner, one of the best 
ot the Westef three-year-olds, was oe 
sidered, but Shaw rede a singularly wea 
vace, and thus reminded the betting crowd 
that he had oniy just recovered from a 
long illness, Oom Paul broke back in the 
crowd and never was prominent, while 
Rossignol, who in her four most recent 
races has been last when she was not left 
at the post, ran a remarkably good race. 
Coming on in the last quarter Rossignol 
won ridden out by a head from Ex- 
tinguisher, who made a surprising improve- 
ment himself, Rossignol’'s improvement 
was anticipated by some members of the 
betting ring, who also seemed to have well 
defined and correct ideas as to how she 
would run in earlier races, but the in- 
cident escaped the notice of the Stewards 
and even of President Reilly, for he took 
no such action as in the case of A. L. 
Aste’s horse, Plater, a few days before. 

Shaw recuperated amazingly in the twen- 
ty minutes intervening before the fifth 
race was run, and seemingly shook off all 
effects of his recent illness, for on the 
long chance horse Rigodon, from the stable 
of J. R. & F. P. Keene, he rode with great 
vigor and all his old skill. He landed 
Rigodon first by a neck after a hard- 
fought finish with Jack o’ Laantern, while 
the favorite, Leipsic, ridden by Lyne, 
trailed back in the crowd and moved only 
when it was too late for her to have a 
chance. Another Keene colt, Injunction, a 
frequent winner earlier in the season, was 
the favorite in the third race, a handicap 
at six furlongs for two-year-olds, but that 
race, being the third on the card, came be- 
fore Shaw, who rode Injunction, regained 
his strength. Injunction was off badly and 
never got near the front, the winner turn- 
ing up in the long chance, Illyria, from the 
stable of W. C. Daly, with the light boy 
Creamer up.

COLUMBIA’S ROWING REGATTA. 


Six-Oared Crews Compete in Annual 
Fall Races on Hudson River. 


Before a throng of college men and their 
friends, oarsmen of Columbia yesterday 
competed in their annual Fall rowing re- 
gatta off the Columbia boathouse at One 
Hundred and Fifteenth Street and the 
Hudson River. Although there were only 
two races, six eight-oared crews competed, 
and each contest proved very close and ex- 
citing. victory not being decided in each 
case until just before the eights reached 
the finish line. 

In the first race for freshman crews, 
eights from the college and science raced. 
The college crew won, with the first science 
crew second, and the second science eight 
third. In the next race a senior, a junior, 
and a sophomore eight competed, and fin- 
ished in the order named. The victory of 
the seniors was especially noteworthy, as 
none of the men had been in a shell before 
this college year. F.  B. Clark, the bow 
oar, had not rowed since he was a member 
of the 1903 freshman crew in the Spring 
of 1900. Harold Weekes, Columbia's foot- 
ball Captain, left football for the time 
being and rowed at No. 5 in the senior 
boat. Although Weekes, too, had not 
pulled an oar since the Summer of 1900, he 
rowed very well. 

It was nearly an hour after the sched- 
uled time that the three freshman crews 
rowed up do the starting point at One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-first Street. All the crews 
started evenly, but in a moment or so the 


first science boat, which seemed to have 
the better men, pulled a little ahead, with 
the second science crew just behind, and 
the college eight last. There was not 
much reiative change in the position of the 
three barges unti] the last quarter of a 
mile, when the college boat made one of 
the prettiest spurts that has ever been 
seen in a Columbia Fall interclass regatta. 
Hitting the’ pace from twenty-eight, at 
which all three crews were rowing, to 
thirty-two, the college boat sped ahead 
and crossed the finish line amid the cheers 
of 1906, with daylight showing between their 
boat and that of the first science crew, The 
second science eight was a poor last. The 
showing of all three freshman crews was 
regarded as unusually good for this time 
of year, and Hanlan thinks he has among 
the candidates who have already reported 
better material for a first-year boat than 
he has ever had before. 

The next race was a very pretty contest. 


Sxcept for the fact that they had abso- ; 


lutely no practice, the seniors looked to 
have an easy time in the race, with Nicoll, 
Bartholomew, and O'Loughlin of last June's 
Varsity in Get boat. When the signal 
to. start was given by Edward Hanlan, the 
sophomore crew got a length’s advantage, 
with the junior eight close by, and the 
seniors a poor last. After a couple of 
bad strokes the sentor eight swung well 
into their stroke and from that time on 
gave an excellent exhibition. Rowing a 
twenty-six stroke, they slowly overhauled 
the leading crews until about two hundred 
yards from the finish the three eights were 
on even terms. Then Nicoll raised the 
stroke to thirty, and, under this swifter 
impetus, the senior crew plunged ahead 
like a real ‘Varsity crew, and won out by 
half a length, with the juniors half a dozen 
feet ahead of the sophomores. The races 
scheduled for fours and singles were aban- 
doned, as many of the men had Election 
Day duties.

Light Practice by the Yale, Har- 
vard, and Columbia Teams. 


MORE COACHES AT NEW HAVEN 


Some Improvement Shown by the 'Var- 
sity Players at Morningside Heights 
—Outlook at Princeton. 


Yale, Harvard, and Columbia all went 
through some lively football practice yes- 
terday. Fourteen coaches looked after the 
interests of the New Haven team, and near- 
ly as many were out on the Harvard field 
studying the weak points of the Crimson 
team. Several of the members of the lat- 
ter team did not appear, including Capt. 
Kernan, Graydon, Jones, Bowditch, and A. 
Marshall. It was rumored they were over- 
trained, but it is belleved they will all ap- 
pear in the Pennsylvania game next Sat- 
urday. Jones and Bowditch, Harvard's 
best ends, have not been on the field for 
over two weeks. 

It was announced at Princeton that the 
football game scheduled for next Satur- 
day with the Orange Athletic Club had 
been canceled, This will give the team an- 
other day of comparative rest for light 
practice. 

Despite the holiday, Columbia's football 
practice continued as usual and showed 
some encouraging features for the Brown 
game next Saturday. The ‘Varsity got 
more ginger and dash into its play than it 
has shown during the last ten days. To 
the great crowds of students on the side 
lines this improvement came as a welcome 
surprise, but it is keenly realized that much 
more improvement must. be manifested be- 
fore Columbia can cope successfully with 
Brown. 

The 'Varsity scored four touch-downs on 
a strong team. Their tallies were 
made by fast offense and good defense. 
Stangland scored two touch-downs, one 


after a run of ninety yards, and Fisher and 
Duell one each. Goodman very neatly drop- 
kicked the 4 goals. Weekes, Smith, Thorpe, 
Shaw, Erb, and Wolff did not play, but 
nevertheless the team’s defense was so 
good that, given the ball in the 'Varsity's 
fifteen-yard line, the scrub could advance 
it only two yards in four downs. 

A new man, Richards, a former Yale 
tackle, appeared on the field, and was put 
on the scrub, where he played a good 
fame, and once tackled Fisher neatly 
where the latter apparently had a clear 
field for a touch-down. Sladkus played at 
end, and seems likely to hold the position. 
The changes made in the ’Varsity on Mon- 
day were continued. The line-up was: Left 
end, Earle; left tackle, Duden; left guard, 
Brown; centre, Tomlinson; right guard, 
Alsberg; right tackle, Whitwell: right. end, 
Siadkus; quarter back, Goodman; deft half 
back, Fish@r; rigui mali vucw. Vues, and 
full back Stangiand. Columbia's cripples 
do not improve, Thorpe, Smith, and 
Weekes all being in poor shape. 

The Harvard undergraduates showed 
their enthusiasm over the Pennsylvania 
same by an impromptu concert in the large 
room of the Harvard Union. More than a 
thousand students crowded the place to 
the corridors. The practice to-day was 
poor, and although a host of coaches fol- 
lowed the players, the response was feeble. 
Phil Stillman, George Stillman, and Burr 
Chamberlain were among the new coaches 
at Princeton. There was no secret prac- 
tice, and the work was mainly an attempt 
to liven up the ‘Varsity play. The vet- 
erans scored a touch-down by sharp rushes 
in the first half, but the scrubs were then 
given the ball, with Rockwell, the fast 
quarter back, in command, and they put 
up such a fast rushing game that they 
bucked the ‘Varsity forty yards before the 
big fellows held them on downs. The slow 
work of the ‘Varsity was discouraging. The 
light and fast second team fairly took them 
by surprise on almost every play. Shevlin, 
inney, Farmer, and Chadwick did not 
play. Whilhelmi and Coffin put up poor end 
games and were outplayed by Rafferty 
and Moorhead on punts. In the second 
half Coaches Brown, Stillman, and Cutten 
played on the scrub team. 

The West Point result, while lost, 
was not absolutely discouraging to the 
coaches. The fact that Yale gained in all 
180 yards by line bucking to West Point's 
26 showed the superiority of the Yale at- 
tack, as well as the strength, under ordi- 
nary conditions, of the Yale line. That 
Yale could kick an average of 42 yards to 
West Point's aveydge of 40 is also encour- 
aging. At the beginning of the game Yale 
rushed the soldiers back 40 yards to a 
touch-down, had made 25 in the first part 
of the second half when Glass was offside 
ani lost the ball for Yale, made 15 more 
just afterward, and at the end of the game 
hail bucked a clear 85 yards when time 
was called. 

On the other hand, 
seven yards twice on plays around left 
end and through right guard, but at all 
other times had to be contented with one 
yard ata time. Yale held the soldiers for 
downs six times and were held three. The 
West Point touch-down was made from the 
sévern-yard line, and was through Goss, 
who put up the only remarkably weak 
game in Yale's line. That Yale's two new 
ends, who have played but a week at the 
positions, did not allow any long énd runs 
is regarded as most satisfactory, though 
Wilhelmi's poor tackling cost him the place 
to Rafferty. The only serious weakness in 
Yale’s backfield was with Bowman, the 
freshman full back, whose line bucking was 
weak. When Farmer went in he was re- 
sponsible for a good share of the last 
eighty-five-yard gain, and it is very prob-

able that he will play that position in the 
big games. 

Glass’s off-side play, Goss's weak de- 
fense. Wilhelmi's poor left-end work, and 
Bowman's weak bucking were the worst 
features of Yale's game. The encouraging 
features were the terrific power shown by 
Yale in all the line plunges, the particularly 
strong work of Hogan at both defense and 
tackleback, the brilliant tackling of Shev- 
lin at right end, and the strong line plung- 
ing of Chadwick and Ward. When it is 
taken into consideration that the two ends, 
left tackle, and full back were all new men 
at their places, three of them freshmen, 
and that both Goss and Glass were not in 
the best of shape, the Yale game was not 
unsatisfactory. At least the coaches said 
to-night that nothing happened that was 
serious and that could not be remedied by a 
hard week of drill. 

Princeton's game with Cornell was a 
grievous disappointment, and this week will 
see some hard practice. It is the intention, 
however, not to start the hard work until 
Thursday, giving every one a chance to 
get rid of the bruises incurred in last 
Saturday's game. The canceling of the 
Orange game will give an opportunity for 
putting the men in the best of condition 
and brushing up the new plays that will be 
used against Yale. Fortunately no one was 
injured badly. R. McClave received a bruise 
on a shoulder muscle that will stiffen his 
arm for a day or two. He is the only one 
remaining full back of any plunging ability. 
He is hurdling the line in good shape, too. 
Hart was decidedly off color, and a 
noticeable improvement was made when 
L. McClave was substituted. The latter and 
Foulke worked well together. Foulke is still 
keeping up his brilliant end-runnifig. He 
is undoubtedly the most consistent ground- 
gainer on the team. His run of 47 vards in 
the Cornell game was the most sensational 
play of the match. Pearson, however, was 
the ‘“ find.’””

a FINANCIAL MARKETS | 


Election over, professional Wall Street 
has lost another of its scarecrows, and 
business on the Stock Exchange may 
now proceed along normal lines. 


Some recent railroad returns have 
shown that, despite the maintenance of 
gross earnings, there has been such a 
pull on expenses that profits have gone 
down, ‘in a few cases quite heavily. The 
Street has naturally—very naturally, in 
its present mood—taken this development 
to heart, It is disappointéng, discourag- 
ing, creates fears that though more has 
happened than was looked for, still more 
remains behind. Traders just now could 
not take a cheerful view of anything. 
The disposition has been to ignore every 
favorable feature and to focus attention 
upon every trifle that could be counted 
of the opposite character. Where these 
have not been large enough to make an 
impression what more easy than to do a 
little magnifying? The coal miners have 
returned to work. 

For the larger part of five months this 
was the main thing that troubled the 
professional element. Now the trouble is 
over—the change counts for nothing. The 
good news is out. It makes no difference 
that a half dozen or’ more of our most 
important railroad companies, to say 
nothing of many more mining concerns, 
will now see business getting back to 
normal conditions and earnings recover- 
ing their recent losses. Nor does it sig- 
nify that a threatened crisis has been 
averted to the reach of whose conse- 
quences the most hardy spirit would not 
have dared apply the gauge. 

There were good reasons for indulging 
in feelings of alarm when money was 
getting out of reach, to add to the strike 
troubles in the situation. But even easy 
money, resulting from such indulgences 
as the financial community has never be- 
fore known the Federal Treasury to 
make, fails not only to bring happiness 
but to disperse the gloom. This, how- 
ever, is another piece of the good news 
out, hence it goes for naught on general 
principles. 

To add to the troubles, the demands of 
labor, the threatenings of a general tie- 
up of the railroads, and topics of that 
kind have furnished fuel for the bear 
fire. The tie-up as a contingency, how- 
ever, may as well te dismissed at once. 
The railroads have been in the money- 
making business for some years now, 
and it would be strange if railroad em- 
ployes did not want more pay as their 
share of the prosperity which has been 
so largely enjoyed by owners and credit- 
ors of railroad property. Railroad share 
capital has come in for profits which 
have increased the return thereon more 
than 1 per cent. the past few years, and 
railroad officials are levelheaded enough 
to know that they would have a poor 
case with the public if they allowed op- 
erations to be held up by refusing some 
recognition to their employes. They have 
too much business to keep going, and 
shippers also have too much business to 
perinit of such a development. It has 
nevertheless been made a good deal of, 
this labor agitation, and hints have not 
been lacking that labor is going to have 
things all its own way now that the min- 
ers have gone back to work on such 
terms. 

The Street, therefore, while choosing to 
overlook the actual declaration of peace 
in the coal regions, the return to easy 
money, the more favorable signs as to 
our export trade, and the ever-present 
indications of the most active industrial 
conditions that ever prevailed, has not 
failed to open both eyes to the changes 
appearing in the course of earnings in 
some quarters and to the uprisings it 
professes to believe are possible among 
workers on railroads. It may be difficult 
to say which has been the feature most 
closely hugged to the heart of the pro- 
fessional bear—for the time being; but 
the disappearance of some railroad prof- 
its here and there has certainly not been 
left in the professional lumber room as 
unworthy of attention. Missouri Pacific 
started the bad feeling which has been 
produced, and Atchison added to it, re- 

porting early in the week a loss of $ 
276 for September, and a loss of $857,616 
for the three months ending with that 
one, = 

By way of an offset, if not of encour- 
agement, it may be mentioned that these 
decreases follow a gain last year of 
$432,691 for September and a gain of 
$1,616,412 for the quarter, and that they 
in turn followed gains of $214,513 and 
$884,748 for the, periods named respec- 
tively for the previous year. If there 
were no prospects of improvement—if, in 
fact, the roads were likely to continue 
piling up losses—there would be reason 
for the cheerless view taken of the re- 
turns just submitted. But this is not the 
ease. It may turn out for other roads as 
well as for Atchison that the immediate 
future will not be as brilliant as the like 
period a year ago. But it must not he 
forgotten that there is the largest corn 
crop.on record yet to be moved and mar- 
keted, and that it will be worth some- 
thing to the railroads as wel! 
people who raised it. 

Erie, of course, showed up with a com- 
paratively poor statement, but all things 
considered with a remarkably fine one, 
sustaining a loss of only $50,151 in gross 
for September when in the coal business 
there was really nothing doing. This is 
a better test of conditions which will 
hold over as favorable than the test fur- 
nished by a larger decrease in net earn- 
ings due to passing influences. And Erie, 
by the way, had expansion of $392,227 
in net earnings last year for September 
and $825,000 for the September quar- 
ter, against which this year’s figures are 
lower by only $148,913 for the month and 
$589,564 for the three months. 

Reading made what was expected for 
the late month—a bad showing. Every 
one knew it was coming, so no one was 
hurt by it. 

But if there have been these indiffer- 
ent statements there have been others of 
a very favorable character giving highly 
flattering indications. That put out by 
the Southern Railway is one where gross 
increases for September and the quarter 
were for exceedingly large amounts,

CHARGED WITH BEING 
“JACK THE SLUGGER” 


A Prominent Boston Business Man 
Under Arrest. 


PRISONER IS ALAN G. MASON 


A Harvard Graduate and a Wealthy 
Clubman—May Be Released 
To-day. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Nov. 4.—Alan Gregory Mason, 
a member of the celebrated Mason famity 
and a Harvard graduate of 1886, was ar- 
rested this morning on suspicion that he 
the man who clubbed to death Miss 
Clara Morton, an attendant at the Mc- 
Lean Asylum, last Saturday night, and 
that ne is ‘“‘ Jack the Slugger,’ the author 
of half a dozen mysterious assaults on wo- 
men which have terrified the suburban 
communities for months. 

Mr. Mason took his arrest in good humor. 
He told the polfee who arrested him that 


they were wrong, and that he knew abso- 
Intely nothing about the offense they 
charged him with. He talked with the of- 
ficers, explaining his movements. 

He was taken to the State House at 9 
o’clock in the morning. At 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon he was driven in a carriage to 
the headquarters of the Cambridge police, 
in Central Square. There he saw a number 
of people from Waverly, Cambridge, and 
Somerville who had been asked to look at 
him. Not one, it is stated, had seen him in 
the vicinity where any of the numerous 
*“ Jack the Slugger” assaults occurred. 

Mr. Mason. who had been at McLean Hos- 
pital, suffering from melancholia, had, he 
said, developed a liking for the grounds and 
used to go out there often after he left the 
hospital. He told the police, it is said, that 
only a week ago he went there and re- 
mained on the grounds until about 10 
o'clock. 

The assault upon Miss Morton was com- 
mitted on the grounds of the hospital. No 
one, however, saw Mr. Mason there, and it 
is stated that those who saw the supposed 
murderer running away declare that he was 
larger than Mr. Mason. 

In the Cambridge court to-morrow morn- 
ing State Detective Dunham, it is asserted, 
will ask for the discharge of the man. 

The entire State police has been 
moned to Bostcn to assist in the case. 

About a year ago Mr. Mason was per- 
mitted to leave the McLean _§institu- 
tion, as he wished to do so, and his 
family did not oppose the step. Since 
that time, it is said, he has been_ per- 
mitted to go and come at will, and the 
fact that he had been frequently seen 
about the localities in which the assaults 
occurred, led to suspicion against him. 

The peculiar assault cases which have 
terrorized Cambridge and vicinity as weil 
as other suburban sections began last 
June. During the Summer there were half 
a dozen victims of an unknown asasilant, 
each of which was struck down and beaten 
with a blunt instrument. 

Early in October Miss Agnes McPhee 
was assaulted in Somerville, and she died 
from her injuries. Later an iron wrench 
was found and decided upon as the weapon 
used. 

During the month eight other cases fol- 
lowed, the last of which occurred last Sat- 
urday night. when Clara A. Morton, a 
Jaundress at the McLean Asylum, was 
accosted on the grounds of that institution 
and beaten with a blunt instrument. Miss 
Morton died on Sunday night. : 

Mr. Mason was taken into custody at his 
mother’s home, on Newbury Street. He 
made no objection, but accompanied the 
officers to headquarters at the State House. 

At the State Police Office, Mr. Mason was 
subjected to a searching examination. The 

risoner is about thirty-nine years of age. 
qe is the son of the founder of the firm 
of Mason & Hamlin. He was graduated 
from Harvard in 1886. and entered the firm 
of which his father was the head. 

Mental troubles developed within a few 
years of his graduation, and he went to the 
McLean Asylum for treatment. After a 
time he showed improvement and left the 
institution. A second time it became neces- 
sary for him to return, but he soon got 
better. 

In 1991, however, symptoms more serious 
than any previous ones developed, and his 
mother and brother found it unsafe to be 
with him at their Newbury Street home. 
He had threatened both his mother and 
brother and a petition was filed in the 
Probate Court, before Judge McKim, to 
have him sent away on the ground of in- 
fanity. 

Dr. Jelly and his associate, Dr. Dewey, 
put the man under observation, and upon 
their testimony Mason was sent to Waverly 
for the third time. The man himself pro- 
tested against this, and said that he was 
what he called perfectly sane. and would 
conduct himself as well as possible while he 
was there. He staid six months. Since 
then he has been free, and has been a 
stocktaker at the Mason & Hamlin organ 
factory at Cambridge. 

Mason has a mother and three brothers, 
Edward Palmer Mason, Henry Lowell 
Mason, and Daniel Gregory Mason. He is 
a cousin of John Mason, the actor. While 
in college Mason displayed a pronounced 
musical taste, and was President of the 
Glee Club. He was also an athlete of some 
note. 

Mason’s brother says Alan in better 
mental condition that he was some time 
ago, but he realizes that Alan is an insane 
man. One fact considered significant by the 
police is the admission that it has been the 

abit of Alan Mason to take a car ride a.- 
most every evening before going to bed. 

State Officers Proctor and Dunham vent 
to the Mason home in Newbury Street this 
afternoon and searched it thorougaly. 
Nothirg was found which would indicate 
that Mason was connected with any of the 
mysterious assaults on women in Boston 
and vicinity.

He came 
here in 1889, when he Was twenty-seven 
years old, from a Massachusetts institu- 
tion.

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THE COAL MINERS’ SIDE. 


Commission—Demands for In- 
creased Wages. 


HAZLETON, Penn., Nov. 4.—The state- 
ment of the anthracite mine workers’ case, 
which was filed with the strike commis- 


sion on Sunday night, was made public to- | 


day. Copies of the statement have been 

furnished to the operators, who will reply 

in three or four days. The miners’ state- 

ment in full is as follows: 

“To the Anthracite Coal Strike Commis- 
sion: 

“The mine workers make of the *oper- 
ators the following demands, which were 
formulated by the Shamokin convention 
held March 18 to 24, and for the enforce- 
ment of which the strike was inaugurated: 

** First—An increase of 20 per cent. upon 
the prices paid during the year 1901 to 
employes performing contract or piece 
work. 

“This demand is made on account of the 
following reasons: 

““(1) The present rate of wages is much 
lower than the rate of wages paid in the 
bituminous coal fields for substantially 


similar work. 

‘*(2) The present rate of wages is lower 
than is paid in other occupations requiring 
equal skill and training. 

(3) The average annual earnings in the 
authracite coal fields are much less than 
the average annual earnings in the bitu- 
minous coal fields for substantially simi- 
lar work. 

**(4) The average annual earnings in the 
anthracite coal fields are much less than 
the average annual earnings for occupa- 
tions requiring equal skill.and training. 

**(5) The rate of wages in the anthracite 
coal fields is insufficient to compensate 
the mine workers, in view of the dangerous 
character of the occupation in relation to 
accidents, the liability to serious and per- 
manent disease, the high death rate, and 
the short grade life incident to this em- 
ployment. 

(6) The annual earnings 
workers are insufficient to 
American standard of living. 

**(7) The increased cost of living has 
made.it impossible to maintain a fair 
standard of life upon the basis of present 
wages, and has not only prevented the mine 
workers from securing any benefit from 
increased prosperity, but has made their 
condition poorer on account of it. 

**(8) The wages of the anthracite mine 
workers are so low that their children are 
prematurely forced into the breakers and 
mills, instead of being supported and edu- 
cated upon the earnings of their parents. 

‘(9) Wages are below the fair and just 
earnings of mine workers in this industry. 

**Second—A reduction of 20 per cent. in 
hours of labor without any reduction of 
earnings for all employes paid by the hour, 
day, or week. 

“The second demand is similar to the 
first in that it is designed to increase the 
hourly rate of wages of mine workers em- 
ployed by the hour, day, or week, and all 
the reasons applicable to the first demand 
are asked to be applied to the second with 
repetition. 

“In addition thereto we submit the fol- 
lowing: 

‘**(10) The ten-hour day is detrimental to 
the health, life, safety, and well-being of 
the mine workers. 

‘*(11) Shorter hours improve the physical, 
mental, and moral conditions of the work- 
ers. 

‘(12) Shorter hours increase the intensity 
and efficiency of labor. 

**(13) The tendency of National and State 
Government, of organized trade, and of pro- 
duction generally is toward shorter hours. 

**(14) A working day of eight hours is 
sufficiently long for the best interests of 
the workingmen and of the community. 

“Third—The adoption of a system by 
which coal shall be weighed and paid for 
by weight wherever practicable; the mini- 
mum rate per ton to be 60 cents for a legal 
ton of 2,240 pounds; the differentials now 
existing at the various mines to be main- 
tained. 

‘This demand is made on account of the 
following reasons: 

““(1) Measurement by the legal ton 
wherever practicable is the only honest and 
just system of measuring the earnings of 
mine workers. P 

““(2) When the operators sell or trans- 
port coal it is on the basis of a legal ton of 
2,240 pounds. 

‘(3) The excessive ton was originally in- 
tended to compensate the operator for the 
weight of the small sizes of coal which 
were then discarded, but which are now 
utilized and sold, and therefore there is no 
present necessity for the use of any other 
than the legal ton. 

““(4) The adoption of this-system would 
remove an incentive both to the operator 
and the worker, the cheating and dis- 
honesty, and would allay jealousy among 
the miners and present unjust discrimina- 
tion and favoritism. 

‘(5) The change of the present system 
to the one asked for would prove a strong 
factor in allaying suspicion and discontent 
among the mine workers. 

* Fourth—The incorporation in an agree- 
ment between the United Mine Workers of 
America and the anthracite coal companies 
of the wages which shall be paid and the 
conditions of employment which shall ob- 
tain, together with satisfactory methods 
for the adjustment of grievances which 
may arise from time to time to the end that 
strikes and lock-outs may be unnecessary. 

“In support of this demand we submit 
the following reasons: 

““(1) The anthracite mine workers should 
not be compelled to make or sign individual 
agreements, but should have the right to 
form such organization and choose such 
agents and officers as they desire to act 
collectively instead of individually when 
they deem that their best interests are sub- 
served thereby. 

‘“(2) Agreements between employers and 
employes through workingmen’s organiza- 
tions are the ordinary method of regulating 
production and wages in the bituminous 
coal fields and in other large industries, anda 
are beneficial, successful, and in keeping 
with the spirit of the times. 

*(3) Unions of workingmen tend to the 
better discipline of the men and to the im- 
provement of their physical, moral,, and 
mental condition, and to the preservation of 
friendly relations between employer and 
employe. 

‘““(4) Experience shows that the trade 
agreement is the only effective method bv 
which it is possible to regulate questions 
arising between employers and employed 
in large industries, and that a trade agree- 
ment is the only possible way ‘to establish 
the relations between employers and the 
wage workers in the anthracite fields on a 
just and permanent basis, and as far as 
possible to do away with any causes for the 
recurrence of such difficulties as those you 
[the Anthracite Coal Strike Commission] 
have been called in to settle.’

STRIKE OF SILVERSMITHS. 


Demand for Nine-Hour Workday Grant- 
ed by Seven Concerns—Men in Nine 
Factories Ordered Out. 


The silversmiths who went on strike on 
Monday in several factories to enforce a 
demand for the nine-hour workday, met 
yesterday in Tuetonia Hall, Third Avenue, 
near Sixteenth Street, where reports were 
received. The Executive Committee of the 
Brotherhood of Silversmiths reported that 
the demand had been granted by the fol- 
lowing-named employers: Mauser Manu- 
facturing C®Ompany, Fifteenth Street and 
Broadway; Wood & Chatellier, 36 East 
Twenty-second Street; Knolle & Co., 3 
Bethune Street: S. Rheinauer & Co., 587 
Hudson Street; Lebkuecher Company, 
Newark, and Merrill BrotHers, Newark. 
They employ about 700 men.

The demand of the silversmiths in Tif- 
fany & Co.'s factory in Forest Hill, N. J., 
will not go into effect until Monday, as a 
member of the firm who has charge of the 
department of the factory in which the 
silversmiths work is in California, and will 
not be here until the end of the week. 

The present strike of the silversmiths is 
the first in the trade in sixteen years. Ac- 
cording to the strikers there are only 4,000 
silversmiths in the country. Their wages, 
they say, average less than those of street- 
car conductors. From $12 to $14 a week is 
the regular rate of wages, although the 
‘hammer men,”’ who are few in number, 
earn more, it was suid. 

Among the strikers are several women 
and girls who do not work at the forges, 
but are employed in other branches of the 
trade. According to the Strike Committee,
